BAN FRANCISCO. Sept. 12.— 
King Carnival, riding at the head 
of. the longest outdoor procession 
wound

The final gesture of the Jubliee 
was one of supreme fi ce.

Masse@ humanity in cos- 
ta@mes of every conceivable hue 
and variety marched in the pae- 
rade, and as the procession went 
along the spirit. of carnival, of 
Mardi Gras, railed the streets. 

All California united with San 
Francisco in giving the Jubilee 
a fatewell that indeed might last 
for another seventy-five years. 
Thie espectacular parade 
to a’ close a’celebration that has 
lasted . fer. .seven eventful days. 
Seventy-five yeare ago the State 
of California was admitted to the 
Unien and ‘now the ple of Cal- 
ifornia, ted by San Francisco, have 
givén the State a diamond jubilee 
that will be remembered as long 


. AIR HEROES HONORED 
pearede tonight did honor, 
also, to America’s herees of the 
héur, Commander Joha Rodgers 
apd hie crew. They will be brought 
te the United States aboard the 
battleship California, ‘flagship of 
the battle fleét, and the city from 
which their Wight started gave evi- 
dence tonight of the kind of dem- 
pnetration it wants some day to 
give those fiyers. ‘ 

After the parade wae over there 
was a closing bell in t civic au- 
ditorium, and general rdi Gras 
eelebration throughout the city.

The twenty-four nations that!

The 
nafionalistic baetkground of these 
graupe: was set forth in pageant 
an4é picture, and the ties that link 
them to America and to Califor- 
nia were emphasized. A high spir- 
it* ef -patrictiem was notable 
throughout the entire parade. 
‘Poland, for inetumee, was repre- 
sented by a float on which were 
two. Polish. herses of the American. 
Revolution, Kosctusko and Pulask!i. 
After these two generals had 
heiped America’ to win her free- 
dom, they went back to their na- 
tive’ Gountries and led a peasant 
uprising to make Poland free. They 
fatied then, but Poland is now one 
of the free nations borne of the 
great war, and the commen epirit 
of independence which animates 
both America and Poland was em- 
phasized in the float, cortributed 
by the Polish students’ literary and 
dramatic soctety.

Incredible Thinness 


Citrus Grower's Workshop is 
Replica of Ancients’

If your memory goes back some 
3000 years or more, you may re- 
member the day when an old gink 
arrayed in whiskers and a flowing 
toga dashed madly into the throne- 
room of a great-grand-uncie of 
King Tut and in sonorous, meas- 
ured and yet excited tones an- 
nounced that he had just com- 
pleted an epochal discovery and 
please could he take on another 
dozen wives. 

And while the records are silent 
on the subject, it is probable that 
his request was granted. For his 
discovery was indeed e¢ hal; it 
lent much to the splendor of his 
king and of all other kings to fol- 
low him. And in the years to 
come that discovery—the art of 
beating g0ld so that it be- 
came transparent—was  deatined 
to make history and redound to 
the fame and somewhat to the 
commercial advantage of the sun-

kissed Southland and especially 
that hustling little community 
known as Orange, Cal. 

For in Orange, be it known, is) 
located the only gold-beating plant | 
west of Chicago-—and one of the 
few in the United States—and the 
gold is still. being beaten out by 
hand in virtually the same man- 
ner and process as that invented 
by the ancient Egyptian thirty cen- 
turies ago and described somewhat 
in detail by Pliny (23-79 A.D.) in 
his writings. 


GOLD BY MILES 


Here ingots of gold and gold al- 


loy an inch thick are beaten by | 


hand with brass hammers until the 
sheets are but 1-200,000 of an inch 
in thickness. Here one grain of 
gold has been beaten until it covers 
seventy-five square inches—about 
1500 times thinner than the paper 
oin which this article is finished. 
And from this little plant, situated 
in the heart of an orange grove, 
which alone has meant financial 
independence for tts owner, has 
gone out literally square miles of 
gold leaf every year to every part 
of the world. 

William Grecht, a gold-beater In 
his youth, came to Orange more 
than twenty years ago. He found 
considerable idle time while watch- 
ing citrus groves grow to maturity, 
and improved it by the vocation of 
his youth. Now he has three as- 
sistant beaters and a number of 
girl employees, for he hes taken‘ 
the Bmersonian theory that if a 
man makes a better mousetrap 
than his neighbor the world will 


beat a path to his door—and 
proved it. 
Gold beating, as an art, has euf- 


fered little advance in 3000 years 
and virtually no advance within 
the last two centuries. It is an 
art as much dependent upon skill 
as the painting of a portrait in 
olla. And even as no machine ev- 
er has been invented to paint por- 
traits, none has been invented to 
beat gold leaf from solid metal. 

The first thing one notices as one 
drives up the sunlit road beside 
this orange grove is the incessant 
clatter of hammers. And, trac- 
ing the sound to its source, the 
next thing one finds is a kindly, 
middle-aged man, with corded, su- 
perpowerful forearms, standing in 
a littie alcove and beating merrily 
with a great bronze hammer on 
what looks to be a pad of paper. 
To one side in the shop a pair of 
giant rolls are smoothing out a 
golden. glowing saquare of metal a 
quarter of an inch thick—a real 
gold brick.

The “riser’’ pipe goes to the meter 
The L. joint is taken off and a T 
Joint replaced and from one end 
of the T joint a pipe is connected 
direct to a still burner. ;The sec- 
ond pipe goes to the meter as 
usual, Lut the valve at the meter 
is turned off and the meter en- 
tirely eliminated except when it is 
thrown into use for a short time 
\s0 that a meter reading is possible 
to prevent detection. 

A third system is to disconnect 
the pipes leading to and from the 
meter. These pipes are connected 
diréct and once more the meter 
becomes idle. 

In an effort to put a stop to this 
practice agents for the gas ¢com- 
pany have enlisted the aid of the 
eity plumbing inspector, who has 
offered his co-operation.

RATORICAL DECADENCE 

William Butler Yeats, the gifted Celtic 
poet and now a member of Parliament of 
the Irish Free State, asserted recently in 
Dublin that “the day of oratory is past.” 
He contended that “great public speaking 
is dead not only tn Ireland, but everywhere 
in the modern world.” 


Now and again domething to this sad ef- 
fect has been said by somebody in late 
years, and yet those who have borne in 
mind the ringing utterances of the silver- 
tongued orators of the old days, and had 
hoped to hear their équals in the modern 
forum, have been slow to accept such state 
ments. But that an Irishman, of all people, 
should re-eche them and admit that the gift 
of oratory enjoyed in so high a degree by 
many of his countrymen in the past ts no 
longer bestowed upon them is by no means 
réeasstring. Still if it be a fact that oratory 
bas suécumbed tn ite very stronghold where 
Burke, O'Connell and other illustrious spell- 
binders stood so valiantly, then, indeed, it 
bas perished from the earth. : 


In looking about for the decadence of 
oratory, a potent symptom is seen in the 
public attitude toward formal speech-mak- 
ing. According to Macaulay, this decline 
has been in evidence for a very long time, 
for he says that the modern world never 
has produced anything equa)to the ancient 
Roman and Athenian ora But tn the 
days when Cicero and Demonsthenes 
sought “the applause of listening séenates 
to'commend,” and made their ponderous 
voices heard from many a rostrum, they 
had the sympathetic attention of the multi- 
tude. Ever since that time there hag been 
a lessening of that attention, until in these 
days @ public speaker often is treated with 
intiifference. When the chairman an- 
nounces that “Mr. Smith will now make a 
brief address,” somebody in the audience 
will be pretty sure to remark, “The briefer 
the better.” 

Oratory, like everything else, thrives by 
what it feeds on, and where there is little 
to feed on it languishes. In these days 
people will not go far to hear even the 
most famous speaker. Even when they may 
sit comfortably st home and hear a good 
radio lecturer they often display little pa. 
tience with his discourse, however eloquent, 
and unless, it is a short talk on a subject in 
which they are particularly interested they 
will turn him off and dial into a jazz or- 
chestra.

What we need is fewer 
and better policemen. If the po- 
lice force in Los Angeles were re-

SAlaries of the men cut off should 
be pald to the remaining four- 
fifths. 

A police officer who does his 
duty should recetve a base pay of 
at least $200 a month. At present 
the base pay in Los Angeles is

BONDS AT HAND 
As to bonds, it is astonishing the 
ease and speed with which almost 


any bond tn cash or property is 
provided for a bootlegger who is 
“right.” I, have seen as much as 
$50,000 provided in cash Liber. 
ty Bonds within an incredibly 
short time after a bootlegger’s ar- 
rest. It is not uncommoen for a 
bootlegger to use the telephone 
when taken into custody and to 
have his bondsmen ready with an 
absolutely good bond in the court- 
room before he ws taken to the 
Federal Building. Such perform.- 
ances lend color to the frequent 
assertions shat some bankers and 
other men of great weaith are back 
of bootleggers. 

These men allow their cupidity 
to outweigh thelr patriotism, for 
the providing of bonds is, of 
course, not an act of benevolence. 
These who provide them usually 
are well compensated. Out of the 
tremendous profits of his criminal- 
ity, the average bootlegger can well 
afford to pay, and does pay 10 per 
cent of the face value of his bond 
as a premium. 

The operations of “straw bonds- 
men” formerly attained large pro- 
portions in Los Angeles. This ring 
obtained the release of many crim-

SEVERER PENALTIES 
As to the law itself, I believe it 
should provide severer penalties 
where the circumstances are ag- 
gravated. For the small bootleg- 


ger and for the citizen caught with 
a small amount of liquor illegally 
in his possession, the penalties pro- 
vided are severe enough. For the 
big bootieggers and for some of the 
so-called “first citizens” who back 
them, the punishment is not ade- 
quate. 

The United States Attorney, S. 
W. McNabb, his chief_ crimina) 
deputy, Albert K. Lucas, J. George 
Ohannesian and James E. Neville, 
assistant United States attorneys, 
are dealing with the situation with 
ungloved hands. 

Mr. Ohannesian has the follow- 
ing interesting views, formed as the 
result of his experience in prose- 
cuting cases of liquor law vyiola- 
tlOns, as to how the authorities 
may better cope with conditions:

velope. In comparatively narrow 
quarters along the keel, entered 
through a hatchway back of the 
hose. This arrangemént is elimi- 
mated in the Bylex by means of 
the gondolas suspended between 
the two rigid balloons.

that the edges will not fray. 

“When we get it ont of the rol- 
ling process we cut it up with or- 
dinary scissors into one 


paper cut in four-inch equares. On 
the center of one of the sheets we 
lay one of the little one-inch 
, squares of gold. then another sheet 
|of paper, another bit of gold and 


gold squares built up. 

All of this is then tinclosed in 
a parchment envelope——and we get 
our parchment from v!ld deeds and 
documents which collectors dig up 
in England and other European 
centers. 


WITH HEAVY BLOWS 


“The parchment envelope is then 
pieces on a huge granite anvil and

“These, in turn, are placed be- 
tween sheets of “gold-bealer's 
skin.” which ts manufactured in 
Mogland from the gut of the ox, 
and which is aleo ir great use there 
as court-plaster 

“This new pile is called the 
“shoder.” and, when completed. 
with its 800 leaves of gold and 800 
skins, is about 3-4 of an inch thick. 
This is again placed in the parch- 
ment “bands and is beaten with 
the 18-pound hammer for about 
one and one-half hours. Inciden- 
tally an average untrained man, 
swinging one of these hammers, 
would become thoroughly tired in 
a few moments. 

“With this process over, we find 
the gold leaf again about four 
inches square. The 800 leaves are 
again cut into four pleces, making 
a total of 3309 In all, sufficient for 
three “molds” or books of skin 
and goldieaf five inches square. 
Each of these must be beaten with 
an &-pound hammer for about four 
hours. 


SKILA, REQUIRED 

“Here te where the skill comes 
in, and, it may be said, experidnce. 
At firet attention is paid principa!l- 
ly to the center of the “mold,” an- 
til the required thinness, about 
1-200,000 of an inch, fs reached. 

“We find that from time to time 
, the gold cracks and separates, but 
jthe edges unite and anneal with 
further beating and an even leaf 
resuRs. But finally the beating is 
over and the leaves are removed, 
| trimmed to 3 3-8 inches square and 
placed, in lots of twenty-five, in 
paper books. 

“This part of the operation is ex- 
ceedingly delicate, owing to the 
‘extreme fragility of the leaf. 
Wooden pincers are used, but the 
leaf ts literally blown by the breath 
from the skin to « leather cushion. 
when the uneven edges are 
trimmed by a sharpened reed. set 
in a tool known as the “wagon.” 
After trimming. the gold is again 
blown Into place in the book, the 
leaves of which have been treated 
with rouge to prevent adhesion. 
This work is very tedious and is 
done by the girls. The scraps and 
trimmings, of course, are remelted 
and again used. 
can't machinery do the 
work? Because skill rather than 
strength is required, because there 
must be a degree of care exercised

criminal law works swiftly. cer- 
tainly and with very few techni- 
calities. The result of the adop- 
tion of this system was a great 
falling-off in crime. The amount 
of crime in this country is simply 
staggering as compared with that 
in England and every other coun- 
try where there is a‘ewift and cer- 
tain method if administering crim- 
inal justice. 

“Our methed of administering 
criminal justice in this State and 
in every other American State is 
slow, cumbersome and technical 
as compared with the system in 
vogue in practically every other 
civilized country. For years there 
has been a great demand al! over 
this nation for a revision of crim- 
inaj procedure designed to elimi- 
nate technicalities which have no 
reference to the guilt or innocence 
of the accused. and above all to 
make the administration of crim- 
inal justice swift and certain.

There is probably more than a 
grain of truth in the statermfent 
that a rather large-sized short in- 
terest was prompted to cover, 
bringing about a pronounced pbuy- 
ing movement that resulted in new 
high prices for several of the motor 
stocks. Studebaker crossed 564 
jon heavy buying and the rumor 
that the $4 dividend rate is to 
be increased, Simultaneously with 
the announcement that the firat 
$5,000,000 of Dodge Brothers, con- 
vertible 6's had been converted 
into common stock at $30 a share, 
a demonstration took place in thie 
company's preferred and common 
stocks.

OILS STRONGER

‘4% per cent basis, particularly in 
ithe case of the Canadian govern- 
;ment. Ready acceptance of this 


'character of financing by the in- 
vesting public and iarge institu- 
tions definitely establishes the @a- 
bility of money rates for some time 
to come. 

The bond market itself, which 
has been dull and lethargic for 
the month of August is now emerg- 
ing and becoming more active as 
prices again show a tendency to 
advance. There is renewed inter- 
est in active bonds and more new 
financing being arranged. The in- 
stant popularity of the new Gen- 
eral Petroleum first mortgage 
per cent bonds is an index to the 
existing purchasing power in cur- 
rent markets.

progressed it has become more and 
more evident that the production 
will be considerably less than a 
normal crop would be. During the 
past month it has become evident 
that the sunburn damage suffered 
during July was more severe than 
was expected. There is at present 
a large variance between the est!- 
mates of production which have 
ranged from 215,000 tons to 2690,- 
000 “ona. In any event, the pro- 
duction wil] exceed the 180,000 tons 
of last year, by a good margin. 

Gratifying progress has been 
made in the sale of raisins during 
1926 to date. The sales of the Co- 
operative Association for June and 
July, 1926, totaled 34,746 tons as 
compared with 82,316 tons for the 
same months of 1924, and 25.500 
tons and 3971 tons for the same 
period in 1923 and 1922 respective- 
ly. Particularly good results have 
been achieved in foreign markets. 
Thus it appears that the present 
market is quite healthy and that 
the new crop will probably find a 
better market condition awaiting it 
than for several years past. 


' ADVANCE PAYMENTS 
There has been much favorable 
comment in the Ban Joaquin Valley 
in respect to the advance payments 
to be made by the Sun Maid Raisin 
Growers on delivery of the 1925 
crop. This advance to growers wil! 
range from 1 cent per pound on 
special standard muscats to 4% 
cents per pound on extra fancy, 
sulphur-bleached Thompsons. The 
advance payments on standard and 
extra standard grades of muscats 
and Thompsons will be 2 cents and 
2% cents respectively. It is, of 
course, to be understood that these 
payments do not represent the 
total or al ate payments to be 
made to gréwers, but thaf addi- 
tional payments will be made as 
the association realizes proceeds 
from its sales. 

During the fore part of the sea- 
son, estimates of shipments of 
from 75,000 to 80,000 carloads of 
-table and wine grapes were be- 
lieved to be conservative. It is now 
fairly evident that shipments of 
these two varieties will not exceed 
60,000 care. While this later aeti- 
‘mate is much smaller than early 
season predictions, yet it will rep- 
resent a remarkable increase over 
preceding years. Shipments for 
1924 totaled 57,695 cars, a figure 
which surpassed ai! previous rec- 
ords. Total shipments for the year 
1919 were 22,068 cars. California 
dominates the fresh grape industry 
of the United States. Shipments by 
all of the other States of the Union 
last year equalled only about one- 
fifth of the California shipments. 

The grape, both table and wine 
varieties, become exceedingly 
popular in large centers of popu-, 
lation of the United States. On the 
New York markets grapes exceed 
all other frults in tonnage while 
ten years ago they were out-ranked 
by apples. bananas, oranges, 
peaches and strawberries. The ap- 
ple and orange consumption was 
then about three times that of 
grapes. 


CONSUMPTION LARGE 

Last year New York City con- 
sumed 13.519 cars of California 
grapes; Chicago consumed 6350 
cars; Boston 3801 cars; Philade!- 
phia 2080: Newark 2416; San Fran- 
cisco, 2164; Pittburgh, 1669; Cleve- 
fiand, 1488; Detroit, 1043; and 8st. 
Louis, 614. The terminal facilities 
at eeveral large cities have this 
year been greatly improved and 
the heretofore unsatisfactory situa- 
tion of railroad embargoes on 
grapes at several of the large cities 
will probably be greatly relieved. 

The production of wine grapes 
this year will exceed last year by 
about 10 per cent. Prices are ap- 
proximating the very satisfactory 
level of last year. Alicante grapes 
have been selling from $85 to $100 
a ton and Zinfandel grapes from 
$70 to $75 a ton. Prices during 
the past several years have always 
shown a substantia) advance during 
the latter part of the season. Ship- 
ments of wine grapes have been 
comparatively light to date since 
the shipping season does not begin 
in full swing until the latter part 
of September. 

The 1925 viticulture season gives 
every promise of returning to Call- 
fornia growers a large aggregate 
sum of money than was the case 
last year. While the improvement 
in the condition of this industry 
may not be as great as is the case 
in other agricultural pursuits of 
California, it should not be over- 
looked. The producing of grapes 
and raisins is still the greatest ac- 
tivity in the San Joaquin Valley 
and stil] retains an important in- 
fluence on not only the prosperity 
of that valley but of the State of 
California.

‘LONG DISTANCE’ 


Wider Telephone Range Aim 
of Continent 


Lack of Common Tongue 
Causes Hindrance 


Toll Equals Dollar for One

BRUSSELS (Belgium) Aug. 21. 

Closer attention is at tast being 
given to telephonic communication 
in Europe. This subject was raised 
during the session of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce in 
Brussele when it was decided to 
appoint a special committee to in- 
vestigate the matter. Public at- 
tention, however, has fastened on 
the news of America’s achieve- 
ment by means of which it is pos- 
sible to speak from San Francis- 
co to New York. It is. indeed. 
claimed here that nowhere has 
greater material progress has 
realized than in the American 
telephone system, and it is felt 
that what one people can do 
might equally well be done by 
others. 

Long-distance telephony in Eu- 
rope, however, is at a disadvant- 
Ree in several respects. chiefly 
those of language and the lack of 
standardization. The present net- 
work is admirable in itself—the 
trouble lies in its operation. One 
of the first efforts at long-distance 
direct communication with London 
was arranged during the Genoa 
conference, when the writer gave 
it a thorough test. At best it 
was not reliable but, although 
it might easily have been im- 
proved, it was allowed to lapse. 
Communication has recently been 
established, experimentally,  be- 
tween Lserlin and London, Frank- 
fort and London and Rome and 
London. Every-day use of these 
= however, is still some way 
off. 

The aim of telephone enthusi- 
asts here in Europe seems to be 
to link London with Constanti- 
nople, the furthest capital from 
London, 

It Is already possible to get a 
message telephoned from London 
to Budapest (though not direct) 
and even, with luck, to Beigrade, 
and, it is pointed out, the com- 
paratively short distance separat- 
ing the latter from Constantinople 
could soon be linked either direct- 
ly through Sofia and Adrianople 
or by the indirect way which 
would itnelude Bucharest. 

The hitch in the plan lies in 
the fact that, over both these 
routes, the cable would of neces- 
sity have to passa through wild 
regions infested with bands of 
robbers, and these would have to 
be pacified if they were not to tn- 
terfere with the communication. 
There is, however, an alte.native, 
in the form of a submarine cable 
—probably from Brindisi. By this 
means Sofla and Bucharest would 
be omitted though Athens might 
be brought in, but even then it Is 
very doubtful whether it would 
be a profitable undertaking. 

What is really wanted between 
each of the capitals is a service

LEADER FREED 


State Board Gines Parole to 
“Blackie” Ford 


1.W.W. Leader and Agitator 
_ Serving Life Term 


Influence Action 


(EXCLUSIVR® DISPATCH) 

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 12.—Rich- 
ard “Blackie Ford, branded as a 
dangerous agitator and LW.W. 
leader who was serving a life sen- 
tence at Folsom prison for the 
famous Wheatiand, Yuba county, ; 
hop riot murders in 1913, was 
granted a parole effective imme- 
diately by the State Board of 
Prison Directors, meeting last night 
at Folsom. This announcement was 
made today by Thomas Gannon, 
a member of the prison board. 
Ford has served eleven and one- 
half years. A parole was denied 
him in 1922. 

The riot which Ford was ac- 
cused of instigating among 72000 
hop-field workers, resulted in the 
shooting of Dist.-Atty. E. T. Man- 
well and Deputy Sheriff Thomas 
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Riordan of Yuba county, the 
maiming of Constable L. B. Al- 
derson of Wheatland and the in- 
juring of Sheriff George Voss to 
such an extent that he died some 
months later. 

Following the conviction of Ford 
and his partner, H. D. Suhr, who 
also is serving a life term and 
wants nothing whort of a pardon, 
the I.W.W. carried on a campaign 
of sabbotage, incendiarism and 
threats with a view to forcing ex- 
ecutive clemency for Ford and 
Suhr. Gov. Johnson refused to con- 
sider their pleas for commutation 
because of the radical campaign. 


LABOR URGES CLEMENCY 

Organized labor also consistent- 
ly petitioned the Governor and the 
prison board for the pardon or 
parole of Ford and Suhr. Social | 
workers also joined in the move-. 
ment to secure clemency for the 
murderers. 

Ray Manwell, District Attorney 
of Yuba county and son of the 
Manwell who was murdered by 
the rioters, recently notified the 
prison board that if Ford was 
paroled he would arrest him to 
face trial in Yuba county on the 
charge of murdering Deputy Sher- 
iff Riordan. Manwell said today 
he would take action next week. 

In addition to Manwell Superior 
Judge EB. I. McDaniel of Yuba 
county, who presided at the trial 
of Ford and Suhr and Sheriff 
Charlies J. McCoy of Marysville, 
filed protests with the prison board 
against the parole of Ford. 

“The parole of this man,” wrote 
Judge McDaniel, “would be a 
grievous blunder, for he is an ex- 
tremely dangerous man, with few 
if any redeeming qualities.” 

“Ford ought to be confined in 
prison for the term of his paturai 
life,” said Sheriff McCoy, “as he 
is an agitator of the worst kind 
and has greai influence among the 
Lw.w.”

Clure,” is an emotion expressed 
in color—felt, we might say, in' 
musical sound, for McClure ls 
seated at the piano and playing 
with enthusiasm. The picture is 
a charming tribute to a fellow- 
artist. “Laguna Strand” is like a 
little Whistler water color, 
though its tone is warmer than 
Whistler's. It is atrociously 
matted and framed, yet miracul- 
ously saved from annihilation by 
its own beauty. 

Julie Raymond's “Monterey 
Bay” offers_us all the ingredients 
of a delightful picture, but much 
of its charm is killed by overwork- 
ing. Directness and simplicity are 
lacking. We find this desired eim- 
plicity in Christian Von Schnei- 
dau's “Tree at the Cross Roads” 
and “Noonday at Laguna Beach.” 
and great vigor of expression. We 
find it, too, in Loren Barton's som- 
brely beautiful composition. “The 
Coming Storm,” a noteworthy ef- 
fort in aquarelle, and in Annita 
Delano's lusclous piece of color. 
“Cerro Alto.” 

The golden glow of tone in 
Charlies L. A. Smith's landscape, 
“Rising Morning Mists,”’ is most 
certainly the note of beauty, and 
ifs rhythma in férms is another. 
Theodore B. Modra’s careful place- 
ment of cool colors, and his equal- 
ly careful building of pyramidal! 
forms in Propelese, Athens.” 
and “The Acropolis,” make for pic- 
tures that are technically very at- 
tractive. Technical interest is also 
found in Henry Richter’s “Glow in 
Swiss Alps,” and “Knight of the 
Road,” both of which are laid in 
with a firm and flowing dexterity of 
hand. In fact, much of the charm 
of all water colors lies in technique 
in its narrower sense of expert 


brushwork. 

John Cotton's “Byway at La- 
guna” has this technical  expert- 
ness as well as a thoroughly sat- 
isfactory, composition, sprawling 
foreground eucalyptus trees buf- 
feted by the wind. His “The Frog 
Pringe” is equally attractive til!

Stanton Macdonald Wright is in 
a class by himself. so far as this 
show goes. “Canyon” and ‘“Cath- 
ay” are studies in organization, not 
pictures in the old and usual sense, 
and their beauty, especially in se- 
Sregated sections, is of a naunting 
quality. His human figures are as 
‘rhythmical as Michael Angelo’s in 
| form, and his colors sing to the eye.

METHODS USED WHEN 
ETCHING IN COLORS 


When the artist makes use of 
color in his etchings, he may fol- 
low methods, the simplest being 
the so-called method “a la pou- 
pee.” Por this, one plate only is 
used. and the design may be 
etched upon it by acid, or scratched 
directiy—that is, in drypoint. If

the etching or drypoint in colors, 
he works as follows. The lines 
are inked with some calor which 
he decides will best harmonize 
with the scheme of color he wishes 
to use. The surface is cleaned 
with a rag, just as in printing a 
regular etching, except that all 
tone is removed. The plate is then 
paintedi with colors, and a brush ie 
used exactly as in painting a pic- 
ture on canvas, though exceptional 
care must be taken in placing the 
colors over the lines already inked. 
If the plate were printed in this 
state the brush marks would be 
too obviows, so the artist makes 
a number of smal! dabbers out of 
silk. These are pieces of cloth, a 
ball of cotton inside. When tied 
with a string, to hold the totton, 
they resemble a child's doll. With 
these the artigt gently dabs the 
colored parts until the paint or ink | 
fs in a smooth layer. This pre- 
pared place is then put in the 
press and printed like any other 
otching. The entire process 
be repeated for each fprint, and 
no two prints are exactly alike in 
color. 

The next method is to make 
use of aquatint either on one plate. 
or a number of plates. For the 
one-plate way of working, the en- 
tire picture is put on the copper. 
This plate is then inked with col- 
ored etching inks in very much 
like the poupee methods, except 
that the inks are worked down 
into the aquatint dots instead of 
being on the surface. When 
inked it is printed in the usua! 
way. 

The principal difference between 
this and the poupee method is that 
when painting the plate the artist 
controls the gradation and in- 
tensity of his colors as his fancy 
may dictate, and of the resulting 
prints no two are exactly alike. 
With this one-plate aquatint proc- 
ess the gradation and intensity are 
taken care of by the aquatint grain 
and each print.is more or less of 
a duplicate of the others. 

The third method is that mak- 
ing use of two or more aquatint 
plates for the different colors 
That is, one plate may bear a 
patch of aquatint for the sky and 
another for a lake in the fore- 


ground. The next plate may print 
only the trees and another the dis- 
tant mountains. The plates are 
inked separatety with the desired 
colors and then printed one on 
top of another on the same pa- 
per. The plates must all be re- 
inked for each print. This method 
is suppesed to keep the colors 
purer, as there is leas danger of 
their running together as with 
the one plate.

Show Increase 


Now Ten Times Greater Than 
Few Years Ago 


Guayule Product Grows Wild 
in Republic 


LEACLOSIVE DISPATCH! 

TAMPICO (Mex.) Sept. 12.— 
Ninety tons of guayule rubber tn 
one cargo was lifted by the Ward 
Line ship Mexico during the last 
week. This is the heaviest single 
9 o of rubber ever shipped out 
exice and is nearly ten times 


as much as the average monthly 
shipments were two or three years 


ago. 

So infrequently was rubber 
shipped from this port in 1922 that 
many Tampico forwarding agents 
had never heard of-it as a possible 
cargo, and did not know that any 
of it existed in Mexico. Now In; 
terior Mexico is alive to the im- 
pevtnnss of the long neglected rub- 
trees which grow wild in many 
parts of the republic.

The especial de- 
sire of the government now is to 
bring freight traffic up to efficiency 
equal to that of passenger traffic, 
to encourage interstate and inter- 
national commerce. The Calles ad- 
ministration has hit on one funda- 
mental fact—that without com- 
merce there can be no national 
prosperity—that encouragement of 
commerce means encouragement of 
agriculture, development, industry 
and everything else which brings 
i prosperity to the people as a whole. 

Handicapped as the government 
has been for money, it still has 
found funds for the improvement 
of harbors, of railroads and of 
highways. Fvery important proj- 
ect it has undertaken has had in 


both interstate and international. 
Every important port of entry, on 
either the eastern or western sea- 
coast or the border, has been af- 
fected for the better by that un- 
faltering policy, and the response 
commerce is making to this en- 
couragement is an impressive au- 
gury for the future. Mexico still 
is finding it a hard matter to meet 
its obligations, but continuance of

“Business men from eastern 
cities, who settle here and pur- 
chase a business home on the de- 
ferred payment plan, are often 


celve a grant deed to the property 
and are regarded as the record 
owner, even though only a small 
payment, in many cases less than 
10 per cent, has been made on the 
purchase Mr. Greese said. 

“Contrasted with eastern cities’ 
practices, this method is an occa- 
sion for surprise, for in those lo- 
calities it is customary to have a 
contract of sale signed in the 
event of a sale with a small down 
payment. This contract of sale 
provides for monthly payments and 
that the seller will give a grant 
deed after a certain sum has been 
paid. Very often it takes from 
seven to ten years before a deed 
is given to the buyer, and in the 
meantime the title to the property 
remains in the seller.” 


CALIFORNIA INSTRUMENT 

The responsibility for the con- 
trast lies in that strictly Cali- 
fornian instrument, the deed of 
trust, according to Greese. 
der the deed of trust, it is pos- 
sible to igsue a grant deed to the 
purchaser immediately upon his 
making the initial payment, and 
to all purposes the buyer is the 
legal record owner of the prop- 
erty. 

There may be a mortgage against 
the property at the time of gale, 
but even in that event, the buyer 
gives a deed of trust to insure 
payment of the deferred balance, 
remaining at all times in undis- 
puted possession of the premises 
as long as the terms of the deed 
of trust are complied with. 

The holder of a deed of trust 
may die, or sell and otherwise dis- 
pose of his interest in the prop- 
erty, and the buyer's legal in- 
terest should not be affected. 

In the contract of sale, as gen- 
erally employed in eastern cities, 
the buyer makes his payments to 
the seller and only has an interest 
in the property, which is of such 
a nature as to possibly invoive 
expensive litigation to compel de- 
livery of the title, in certain in- 
stances such as the seller moving 
to another country, or dying with- 
out will and leaving many heirs.

IN SAN DIEGO 


Law Affecting Status 
of Salesmen is Changed 


Considerably 


The San Diego Realty Board has 

recently adopted an amendment to 
the Code of Ethics affecting the 
status of realty salesmen az fol- 
lows: 
“When a salésman leaves the 
employ of a broker to become em- 
ployed by another broker or to be- 
come a broker, his connection shal! 
be severed when his license is 
transferred. 

“It shall be the duty of the two 
brokers and the sa&seman to come 
to an agreement in writing, as to 
prospécts and deals initiated in the 
firet office and completed after 
salesmman’s tranefer. 

“However, if such list and 
agreement is not made, a broker is 
entitled to receive his share of a 
commission on any deale closed 
within thirty days after transfer, 
and which were initiated in his of- 
fice by rétiring salesman.” 

The San Diego board aleo reé- 
quires its members to agree upon 
the division of commiaesion bétween 
each other previous to 
tion. If the agreement is not made | 
the board has a set of rules un-| 
der which the division 
made.

WHAT IS THE UNFAIR SHOP? 


THE UNFAIR SHOP is where agreements are entered into by and 
between employers and the representatives of labor trusts. the 
purpose of which is toe create job monopoly and disfranchise 
industrially all those workers who do not pay tribute to some 
union, craft or brotherhood. / 

THE UNFAIR SHOP its where employers accept no moral obliga- 
tion to give continulty of employment to the workers, wages. 
hours and working conditions being dictated by union bosses 
Those workers who are on the inside in union affairs get the 
pick of the jobs regardless of ability. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP ts where employers of labor hear only the 
grievances brought to their attention by the business agent of 
some union, the only basia for removing causes of grievances 
being strikes, walk-outs or boycotts. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where there are no rewards for efficiency, 
initiative is discouraged, and where a state of distrust and 
suspicion exists bétween employer and employee. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where employers and employees evade 
their responsibility to each other, uniting only when there is 
a chance to gouge the public, refusing to acknowledge any 
civic duty to the community, of which both employer and 
employee are a part. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where skiliful and tndustrious workers re- 

' @elve only a flat scale of wage, where the ambitious worker 
is looked upon with suspicion by his fellow-workers, with no 
rewards for those who consider the moral obligation devolving 
upon them to do well their taska. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where the idea of caste is fostered, where 
class consciousness is taught and where the fallacy that there 
is nothing in common between employer and employee goes 
unchallenged. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where love of country and flag is regarded 
as the employers’ propaganda, respect for law and conatitu- 
tional lberty is ignored, granting the right of life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness only to those workers or citizens 
who accept the dictates of the labor monopolies. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where employees’ associations, unions or 
crafts place their obligations to their organizations above the 
law of the land, scorn loyalty to thelr employers, refusing to 
work if any are employed who are not of their particular 
union, craft or brotherhood, seniority ruling, regardless of 
craftemanship or industry. 

THE UNFAIR SHOP is where workers and employers are forced 
to regard each other in an unfriendly manner and therefore 
cannot accept responsibility for each other's human or ethica!

tage, turning into sordid gain that which should bring them 
to an understanding of humanity's better nature.

WHAT IS THE FAIR SHOP? 


THE FAIR SHOP is where employers and their own employees 
agree with each other on all questions of hours, wages and 
working conditions in their own industries. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where employers honestly endeavor to give 
continuity of employment to the workers. Paying the highest 
possible wage, giving the shortest possible hours and provid- 
ing the best possible working conditions consistent with pro- 
duction and markets. 


THE FAIR SHOP its where employers of labor hear the grievances 
of thelr own é¢mployees, removing causes for grievances inas- 
much as it is humanly possible. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where efficiency is rewarded, initiative is en- 


couraged, and where honesty is the foundation of right indus- 
trial relationship. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where employers and employees acknowledge 
and accept thelr responsibility to each other and to the public, 
of which both employer and employee are part. 


THE FAIR SHOP ts where men are classified only in relation to 
their work, increased compensation and rewards gOing to those 
who conscientiously perform their tasks, with an honest pur- 
pose to do well their job, whatever that job may be. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where there is no caste or class. A man is a 
man, be he the employer, a skilled crafteman or common la- 
borer, each performing his own task and accepting his own 
responsibility, working together in industry, realizing that an 
injury to one is an injury to all. 


THE FAIR SHOP ts wheré love of country and flag is cultivated: 
respect for law and constitutional liberty enjoined, keeping in 
mind that life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness is the right 
of every law-abiding citizen of these United States. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where employees’ assocations, unions. crafts 
or brotherhoods conform to the following rules: Observance 
and obedience to the law of the land, loyalty to their own em- 
ployers and to the job on which they are employed, regarding 
the rights of every other employee in the shop equal to their 
own craftsmanship and industry being the basis for advance- 
ment and promotion. 


THE FAIR SHOP is where every worker or employer recognizes 
every person in industry as his neighbor, to be ministered to 
in the hour of need, whether occasioned by accident, sickness 
or misfortune, and the test of neigh berliness being the willing- 
ness to help each other under these circumstances. 


These are the declarations of the “Fair Shop.” They give a 
practical interpretation of the Golden Rule in industry

IS CONQUERED 


Small Car Shows Its 
Ability on Grade 


Steep Road to Huntington 
Lake Battle Ground 


Fresno Observer Rides in 
Car Following 


(KXCLOSIVE DisraTCH) 
FRESNO, Sept. 12-—-Waging 
battle to triumph over odds that 
for a score of years have baffled the 
attempts of any automobile or driv- 
er to reach the widely known 
Huntington Lake in high gear, con- 
‘quering high altitude and even « 
sprinkle of rain, a atock Star tour- 
jing car climbed this famous grade 
under officiai observation and 
sealed in high gear last week. 

This latest scene of Star's con- 
quering march against practically 
every famous hill test in the West 
lies im the heart of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas and nearly seventy miles 
from this city. 

Under the observation of J. D. 
McLean, local newspaper man, who 


of the Star Motor Company of Call- 
fornia from the tollhouse, where 
the grade actually starts, to Big 
Creek, where the last and most fa- 
mous hill on thew road begina, the 
car climbed to victory, in 
spite of a terrific grade, a rough 
and tortuous road and a ram that 
threatened to spoil! all chances. 

At Big Creek, known as the “big- 
gest Mountain town in the United 
States,” the gears were meshed in 
“high” and the géar-shift lever re- 
moved, being turned over to Mc- 
Laan, who kept it in his postes- 
sion, riding in a car immediately 
following the test car, and handing 
it back to Weeks at Huntington 
Lake Lodge, a week-end resort in 
the mountains and located on the 
shores of this great artificial lake. 


Is “TOUGHEST HILL.” 
The trip from Fresno to Hunt- 
ington Lake is known from one 
end of the San Joaquin Valley to 
the other as ite “toughest hill.” 
Few cars climb the last grades 


gear and, because of its baffling 
turns and rough spots, motor en- 
thusiasts have for years tried vain- 
ly to make the complete climb in 


from Fresno 
through Clovis, Academy, Pine 
Ridge, Tot) House, Shaver and Big 
Creek. The last climb, from the 
tollhouse to Shaver, before reach- 
ing Big Creek, is itself a notorious 
hill, reaching an elevation of 5200 
feet. From this point it drops tn 
elevation to 6100 at Rig Creek, 
then rises abruptiy through a se- 
ries of terrific grades to 7200, the 
altitude of Huntington Lake. 

To make this last climb. which 
be covered in a distance of approxi- 
mately three and a half miles, the 
Star car encountered grades that 
ran as high as 24% per cent, down 
as low as §& per cent, but only in 
a few short stretches, making the 
distance a continua! teat of pulling 
power the like of which is prob- 
ably not duplicated on any popu- 
larly known western road. 


ROCKS IN “SADDLE” 

In the center of this climb is a 
famous rough spot and grade 
known to the mountaineers as “the 
eaddie,.” in which are imbedded 
huge rocks that make fast traction 
practically impossible and which 
ends in the steepest grade of all. 
To “lick” this hill requires the 
supreme wer achievement of any 
motor . regardiess of price or 
class, automobile men agreé. 

In spite of every hazard the vic- 
torious Star car rushed like a ver- 
itable fury against this grade, after 
conquering practically every other 
well-known western hill in conclu- 
sive fashion and, sealed in high 
gear, reached the summit of the 
climb and Huntington Lake far 
ahead of the nearest following car.

assistant to the committee. 
Although various organizations 
and distinguished legal tajent have

Unlike the Flapper Cantaloupe, 
whose qualities fail to improve With age, 
the Flapper Pear gets away with it, and 
after a little aging in the wood, oh! what a 
treat, lady; what a treat!” 
+ By way of introduction, the ‘above imagt- 
mary reply of a fruit dealer to his worried 
lady customer from Oshkosh, who just 
found out that all California pears are 
picked green, serves to clinch the first ele- 
mentary fact concerning the pear harvest. 
Properly picked pears are green in color, 
hard as brickbats, but of sufficient matur- 
ity of flesh to develop that wonderful flavor 
and juciness after a short period in transit 
or storage. The reason is simple. Tree 
ripe pears are inferior, and because of tem- 
perament, referred to by the above dealer, 
the average individual is inclined to cut 
loose from parental ties before fully ripe, 
anyway. Moreover, the life of a ripe pear 
under normal conditions is short, too short 
for shipping, and what a catastrophe it 
would be if our New York neighbors were 
to be deprived of the Queen of California 
fresh fruits! 

Growers in Antelope Valley of Los Ange 
les county are learning the distinction be- 
tween green pears and mature pears, how- 
ever, and have exercised greater care this 
year than ever before in the selective har 
vesting of only those fruits which are capa- 
ble of attaining optimum quality. As the 
history of civilization is fundamentally the 
history of civilization is fundamentally the 
the story of the future be written in terms 
of successes and failures of agricultural 
areas in the increasingly competitive busl- 
ness of best attracting and satisfying the 
hungry mouths of the world. 

Pear men are watching their p’s and q's, 
and Antelope Valley aims to be on the hor- 
ticultural map for some years to come. A 
green pear, if immature, wil] shrivel in 
storage, break down quickly, and wher 
“ripened” is unfit for a self-respecting pork- 
er. A green pear, mature when picked and 
properly ripened in storage, is—well—buy 
one and eat it. You'll know what we mean, 
but we haven't words to describe it. Last- 
ing prestige goes to the district which by 
the quality of its praduce best 
wins the approval of the trade. They 
are preaching this gospel up among the 
Joshua trees, and winning converts, 

THE DOLLING-UP PROCESS 


Our dealer's Flapper Pear undergoes some 
rather careful grooming before her debut 
into the world markets. No mention need 
be made here of the feeding, watering and 
spanking necessary to bring her to the age 
when she has a mind of her own and an 
ambition to show off. The ordeal of actually 
“coming out” is in itself worthy of recapit- 
ulation. Here is how the pear-mothers of 
the Antelope Valley, most of them with 
whiskers, do it: 

Harvesting begins during the first week 
of August, after peak shipments from the 
great Sacramento River districts, and by the 
middie of the month is in full swing. The 
great bulk of the crop is handled through 
the Antelope Valley Pear Growers’ Associa- 
tion, which employed the Meyers-Darling and 
Hinton Company as selling agents during 
the season just closing. The association 
operates two packing-houses, located at 
Palmdale and Littlerock, under the man- 
agement of mighty capable home talent in 
the persons of Will McAdam, president, and 
B. BE. Fugitt, manager and field man. A 
precooling and cold storage plant at Palm- 
dale, together with a dozen privately run 
packing-houses comprise the packing facil- 
ities of the district. 

Picking methods are more or less con- 
ventional, although one notices the absence 
of the old tin bucket. It is too rough on the 
flappers’ complexions. Black and  biue 
spots don't go well at coming-out parties, 
and as a result the modern pieking bag is 
used almost entirely, increasing the effi- 
ciency of pickers, and decreasing bruising 
when field boxes are filled. Two or miore

The Coming Cotton Crop—A Preview of 
Acreage, Yield and Prices 


ITH cotton gins in operation through- 

out the Céacheila, Palo Verde, Yuma 

and Imperial Valleys, the attention 
of the Southland is focused on this new ag- 
ricultural industry which has made such 
strides during the past few years. The 
fleecy staple is being grown on 491,500 acres 
in the Southwest, from which a production 
of 343,250 bales is expected, according to lo- 
cal cotton merchants. The acreage in the 
Southwest is estimated to be but 9.2 per 
cent greater than last year but, due to 
favorable weather conditions, the crop will 
run 32. per cent heavier than last season. 
At least all factors agree that it will. 

The most outstanding feature of the 1925 
cotton situation is the greatly increased 
acreage planted in San Joaquin Valley. 
Last year the valley harvested 35,757 bales 
from 36,200 acres; this year from 90,000 
acres a yield of approximately 90,000 bales 
is expected. The cotton planting in San Joa- 
Quin Valley is limited to the Acala variety 
by State Legislature, and last year the prod- 
uct grown in that section commanded a pre- 
mium over other staples. 

Sacramento Valley, too, has the fever, 
and 4000 acres are said to have been plant- 
ed this year. No reports have come down 


on its condition at the present time. Some 
factors say that there are possibilities in 
cotton production in the Sacramento Valley 
—others are not sure of its success. 

In Kern county, the in cotton has 
increased from 18,000 in 1924 to 35,000 this 
season. Growers and gin operators are con- 
fident that the crop will total 40,000 bales, 
and that the usual high-quality staple will 
be picked. Kern county is the leader in 
cotton production in San Joaquin Valley 
with many experienced growers handling 
substantial acreages. 

Riverside and Imperial counties, and Im- 
perial Valley of Mexico have just about held 
their own this season—tlittle nge in acre- 
age planted in the section noted. The 
condition of the crop, however, is excellent, 
and the ginning should run heavier than last 
year. 

Los Angeles harbor is the center for cot- 
ton shipping in the Southwest, handling 
75,000 bales last year.. A compress was in-

ing the gateway to the Orient where Cali- 
fornia cotton is in demand, the harbor 
draws tonnage in cotton from as far north 
as Fresno county.

But this is the least of its 
sins. It burrows in the ditch and canal 
banks, causing them to break, flooding the 
fields and roads. The loss of water is a 
considerable item, but the damage to roads 
and fields is enormous. Commissioner Har- 
rigan estimates the damage caused by these 
rodents to the ranchers of Imperial Valley 
to be fully $1,000,000 every year. 
Recognizing this fact, the County Board 
of Supervisors and the directors of the irri- 
gation district have combined in a cam- 
paign of extermination. A bounty of 10 
cents per gopher tail, half to be provided by 
each organization, is being paid. Since the 
@toption of this policy on June 1 of this 
year, more than 50,000 tails have been 
brought to the office of the County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner. The rancher and his 
family, especially the boys, go out and gath- 
er in a few gophers when they need spend- 
ing money. Some are devoting all their 
time to the business and are making good 
wages. During the early spring gopher- 
control demonstrations were held in vari- 
ous parts of the valley, showing the best 
method of eradicating the pest. These 
were conducted by the farm adviser and 
the horticultural commissioner and were 
well attended, the ranchers being alive to

male scarcity. These old bloodthirsty war- 
riors are equally cruel to the females, ex- 
cept at mating time, driving them out of 
house and home. Evidently Kipling did 
not understand gophers for here, — the 
female of this species is less deadly than 

the male. 

Gophers breed twice a year, usually five 
to a litter, and where unmolested increase 
rapidly. They feed on the roots of plants, 
and for that reason cause much damage to 
growing crops. Carrots are considered the 
best bait and wire traps are used in catch- 
fing them. 


A GOOD RECORD 

John M. Steen, Glendale breeder of Rhode 
Island Reds, reports a good egg production 
from a pen of twelve hens during an eight 
months laying period.

FUMIGATION SUCCESSFUL 


REDLANDS.—Walter Hadley, in charge 
of fumigation here, reports that up to date 
1600 acres have been fumigated and there 
are about 200 acres yet to be gone 
over. About 700 acres have been sprayed, 
making a total of 2500 acres of orange 
groves in the Redlands district treated for 
scale this year. Results in fumigation 
have been excellent—a perfect kill. Spray 
men had more trouble, for the weather was 
not the best for good spray work much of 
the time. It is believed that the district is 


now fairly clean of scale. 


AN APPLE FESTIVAL 


VISALIA.—Gathering of Tulare county's 
apple crop is under way, most of the apples 
being grown in the Three Rivers and Spring- 
ville districts. The apples grown on the 
plains have been picked but the greater 
acreage will not come off until the middle 
of October or first of November. The 
crop is up to a reasonable standard this 
year. The Three Rivers community is plan- 
ning to stage an apple festival, which has 
been an annual event for some time. 


FOX INDUSTRY GROWING 

PINE KNOT.—There are now five silver 
fox farms in Big Bear Valley, with over 300 
pairs of foxes. Borestone ranch is probably 
the largest. The others are the ‘Tuplia, 
Wortley, Wright Brothers and Patterson 
ranches. Plans are under way for the es- 
tablishment of others, it is reported. 


LETTUCE AREA WIDENS 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—According to local 
commission firms, a larger acreage is being 
planted in lettuce this fall than last sea- 
son, when the December crop from the Salt 
River Valley amounted to 1600 carloads and 
the spring crop to about 1000 carloads. 
Planting for the first crop preferably is in 
the week following September 12, while the 
second crop must be planted in November 
and is harvested in April. If the first crop 
is planted early, it runs to seed instead of 
to head. Most of the lettuce yield this sea- 
son will be from the Alhambra-Glendale 
section, northwest of Phoenix, but the let- 
tuce area is spreading around Mesa and 
Chandler, in the eastern end of the valley, 
where about 700 acres are being planted. 
Profit is being found in fertilization, which 
betters the quality and adds to the quanti- 
ty. Last winter a Mesa man, planting let- 
tuce on old cotton land, found his plants 
weak. He drilled in 100 pounds of fish meal 
to the acre, at a cost of about $10 to the 
acre, and the plants began to flourish almost 
immediately. His crop was equal to the 
best. This year the grower fertilized before 
planting. 


EARLY EMPERORS 

EXETER.—Emperor grapes throughout 
the Exeter and Visalia districts are color- 
ing well and it is believed the crop will be 
ready for harvest earlier than last year. The 
Emperor crop in Tulare county last year 
was considered very fine and growers re 
ceived what was considered a good price. 
Early grape market with other varieties this 
season has been satisfactory.

BEETS AND BEANS 

LOMPOC.—This valley’s $750,000 sugar 
beet crop™is now being harvested. Of the 
5500 acres planted to beets here 3800 are 
held by the Union Sugar Company and 1700 
by the American Sugar Beet Company. The 
beets are running around thirteen tons to 
the acre and are testing 18 per cent sugar. 


In all it is estimated that the total crop in- 


Lompoc Valley will be about 71,500 tons. 
There are about 12,000 acres of beans in the 
valley. Six thousand acres are in Hen 
derson Bush and the balance in semall 
whites, pinks and other varieties. All indi- 
cations point to a light crop. Early harvest- 
ing indicates a yield of nineteen to twenty 
sacks to the acre. Cool, foggy weather is 
helping bring the beans through the ef- 
fects of the severe hot spell which struck 
the district in July.

Million and a Quarter 
“Bugs” Turned Out 


The Los Angeles County Insectary, devot- 
ed to the production of the ladybird beetle 
Cryptolaemus to combat the Citrophilus 
mealy bug, rounded out its fiscal year’s 


work on June 30. H. M. Armitage, deputy 
horticultural commissioner in charge 

the plant, states that the laboratory rec- 
ords show a production of 1,255,275 adult 
Cryptolaemus during the twelvemonth pe 
riod. They were distributed systematical- 
ly over 331 citrus properties, representing a 
citrus acreage of 3318. The actual citrus 
acreage completely covered witth Cryptolae- 
mus, tree by tree, amounted to 1491 acres. 


While recent inspections show the mealy- 
bug to occur over a much wider acreage 
withjn the county than it did last year, Mr. 
Arm! says the degree of infestation 
over properties is noticeably less than 
prior to the liberation of the Cryptolaemus. 


» Very few infestations occur this season, 


the greater part being confined medium to 
light, with little indication of serious fruit 
or tree injury. The properties which were 
so seriously infested prior to the operation 
of the insectary, are today among the clean- 
est of the properties in the infested areas, 
it is reported. However, they lost nearly 
two entire crops before Cryptolaemus were 
made available for distribution. Since that 
time sufficient beetles have been available 
to prevent the recurrence of other d¢imilar 
heavy infestations. +

Pear Harvest Is Early 
at Beaumont 


BEAUMONT.—Harvesting of the big pear 
crop in this district started, several days 
sonner than usual. Many of the orchards 
are so heavily loaded that propping had to 
be done. There are about 600 acres of ma- 
tured orchards in the Beaumont dis- 
trict and the picking season lasted until the 
first of September. The pear growers in 
this part of the valley, practically all of 
whom belong to the Beaumont Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association, are optimistic about the 
outlook for a good price for their pears this 
year. Hundreds of boxes of pears were 
brought in to the association's big ware 
house and graded, wrapped, packed and 
placed in cold storage to await a favorable 
marketing season. Pears grown in *this 
district are known as morntain pears and 
there is said to be a larger demand for 
them than for those grown in lower alti- 
tudes. 

One of the most productive orchards in 


_the district is the W. J. O'Neill ten-acre 


tract in the south edge of Cherry Valley, 
just north of Beaumont. The O'Neill or- 
chard shows the results of much care and 
attention in pruning, irrigating, cultivating 
and spraying. Besides the regular irriga- 
tions and cultivatione Mr. O'Neill sprays 
several times. in the fall he uses Bor- 
deaux mixture; in January ana February he 
sprays with lime and sulphur and later 
with arsenate of lead. On his 500 10-year- 
old pear trees very few wormy pears are 
to be found. The principal varieties raised 
are Bartletts and D’Anjous. He has about 
200 young Bosc pear trees also and a bor- 
der on two sides of his tract of Bing and 
Black Tartarian cherries. 

Last year this orchard produced twenty- 
eight tons of orchard run which sold by the 
roadside for $80 per ton. This year’s crop 
is much heavier than last season's crop and 
Mr. O'Neill estimates between thirty-five 
and forty tons will be harvested. Mr. O'Neill 
markets his crop through the Beaumont 
Fruit Growers’ Association this year.

Corn a Windbreak for = 
Young Citrus Trees 


VENTURA.—iIn the coastaj regions of 
California wind has always been a problem 
in developing and training citrus trees. Cit- 
rus trees are susceptible to the influences of 
wind, and are seriously retarded where pre- 
cautions are not taken to reduce its ef- 
fects. The general practice has been to 
plant windbreak trees such as cypress or 
eucalyptus. Those trees, however, take a 
long while to grow tall enough to have 
much influence beyond the first few rows. 
For several years the young trees have been 
retarded in their development, with shy 
feliage and much mishapen. Reduction in 
foliage has a stinting effect on the trees, 
with a lowering of crop possibilities. 

The Limoneira Ranch Company near Ven- 
tura has used an excellent method of pro- 
tecting young trees. In addition to the per- 
manent windbreaks, rows of corn were 
planted along one side of every fourth row 
of trees. The corn is five feet from the 
tree rows, which is far enough away for 
trees in their second season of growth; the 
soll is excellent and with plenty of water 
the corn grows to a great height. An ex- 
amination of the trees indicates that they 
have been well protected with but little ef- 
fects of wind in evidence. These trees 
should attain a much greater size this year 
with this protection. 

The windbreak of corn has not interfered 
with thre intercrop of beans, as the corn was 
planted next to the outside bean row. 

In addition to the windbreak effects and 
securing a good crop of corn, the stalks 
may be used to wrap the young trees to pro- 
tect them from the winter cold.

Corn 
sells for as high as $50 a ton and this pro- 
duces a good profit for the cost of growing 
is not heavy, and the crop may be grown 
after barley and even vegetables have been 
removed.

“The Time Has Come. for Planting the 
Winter Végetable Garden 


H. GAST

Tees is always a question about ac After the warm months of the summer, 


this time of year. It is rather warm, 
the soil dries out quickly, much water is 
required to carry plantings. Then most of 
the summer and early fall vegetables have 
borne their crops and remain in place, yet 
to be disposed of. It is the time of year 
when. there is a good deal of indecision on 
the part of the gardener; if he is not a con- 
firmed garden enthusiast, he often back- 
slides, even when the first plantings of the 
year have been successful. But there is no 
real reason for this indecision and lack 
of interest. We are facing one of the best 
seasons of the year for gardening in South- 
ern California, and there are many profitable 
and interesting crops to plant at this time. 


The following cultural advice is written 
not only for the home gardener, but for the 
small farmer, “genus agricola” that is rap- 
idly taking a welcome place in Southland 
agriculture. With the constant breaking 
up of the larger ranches, and even of the 
ten to forty-acre places, there is needed 
in the Southlahd new blood in the form of 
growers who are interested in intensive 
growing. Some day the great metropolis of 
the West will depend largely upon them for 
her fruit and vegetable supply and those 
who are fitted for the work (and it is work) 
will prosper. 

It is now time to plant the winter vegeta- 
Biles, chiefly root and salad crops, cabbage 
and caulifiower, and peas. All of these 
Vegetables are seasonal. For the home 
garden they should be planted with the 
idea of providing a full winter supply, for it 
és best to plant enough at this time to carry 
the kitchen needs until next spring. This 
applies especially to root crops. Planted 
@uring this month and next, they will ma- 
ture in about eight or ten weeks and remain 
$wo or three months without damage.

accumulate on neglected gardens, and if the 
plot has been cared for, corn stalks, bean 
vines and the like will need be removed be- 
fore the soil can be prepared for planting 
again. Such refuse should not be hauled 
away, but burned on the spot so that the 
ashes Will benefit the soil, or composted so 
that it may be later used for fertilizer. 


When clear, the next step is to pre 
the plot for irrigation, for after the dry 
son the soil is without sufficient moisture to 
bring up seed. This water should be ap- 
plied by flooding the land in question by 
means of “checks” or small, square beds 
ridged up with a hoe and high enough to 
hold a goodly quantity of water. These checks 
are filled by tying cloth over the end of 
the hose to break the force of the water, 
then turning the faucet on to its capacity. 
When one check is filled, the hose can be 
changed over into another. Usually about 
three “fills” are required to soak the soil 
down to a depth of about three feet, insur- 
ing sufficient moisture-supply to take care 
of a crop. Contrary to the usual belief, 
the fall rains are seldom sufficient to bring 
up and care for the seed until such ae as 
irrigation is practicable. 


When the irrigated plot is in a condition 
to work up—that is, when the soil will 
break up readily, being neither too wet nor 
too dry—the gardener should prepare for 
the fray and man the spade diligently un- 
til the entire plot is ready for the rake, 
which should be used with the idea that 
only level garden plots produce the best 
vegetables under irrigation. Prepared ia 
this fashion, then left a day or so to mellow, 
the soil in the garden plot will be ready to 
plant to any sort of seed. For the home 
garden and in the fall and winter, the dou- 
ble-row system of planting is best. This 
method has often been described in these 
columns. It consists of ridges drawn from 
fifteen to twenty-four inches apart, center 
to center, and from four to eight inches 
high. The tops are leveled so that a drill 
of seed can be planted on each shoulder, 
making two rows to each ridge. The fur- 
row between is cultivated and receives the 
supplies of water given the plot. The 
ridges can be made with a hoe, a garden 
line being used to insure uniformity. In 
making up for planting the double-row sys- 
tem, the gardener will soon find the prop- 
er height to run up the ridges, as soils dif- 
fer in texture, and crops in their require- 
ments, so that the ridge must to a certain 
degree be regulated by these limitations. 


In planting the seed should be sown along 
the shoulder of the ridges, at a depth corres- 
ponding to the size of the seed and its 
ease in germinating. This, too, is governed 
somewhat by the type of soil and is best 
learned by actual practice. During the 
winter months the rains will wash lighter 
soils and pack the heavier ones. Planting 
directions given with seeds purcchased from 
local seed houses cover the depth of plant- 
ing thoroughly. 

As to the varieties of vegetables for 
the home gardens of Southern California 
that can be planted at this time and on 
through the winter, the following are sug- 
gested and recommended: Lettuce, Los An- 
geles Market; carrots, Oxheart or Half

SAN DIEGO.—D. 8. and A. B. Stevens, 
ranchers of Escondido and owners of 
Edgemont Ranch, are firm believers in 
the advantages of overhead irrigation for 


_ Citrus trees. They have installed a com- 


prehensive system which they are confi- 
dent will prove satisfactory. 

One of the ahief objections to over- 
head irrigation is cost of equipment 
However, these men say that consider- 
able expense necessary for handling wa- 
ter through ditches is eliminated by the 
new method. As a result of their ex- 
periments other ranchers in Escondido 
Valley are seriously considering the 
adoption of the new system. 

Overhead irrigation has all the advan- 
tages of natural rainfall, while the fact 
that it is controlled obviates all possi- 
bilities of too great a downpour at one 
time. As a result of the water coming 
from above all the ground around the 
trees is given a thorough drenching. No 
cultivation following irrigation is consid- 
ered necessary and this, Mr. Stevens claims, 
is one of the greatest advantages. The 
elimination of much hard labor is another. 

The owners of the new system figure 
that the cost of installation was about $250 
per acre. Throughout the seventeen-acre 
ranch is a network of pipes. Water is 
pumped by a seven-horse-power engine from 
the reservoir through the pipes. Night has 
been found the best time for irrigation as 
evaporation is diminished and the water is 
given an opportunity to sink more deeply 
into the ground. 

Ranchers having citrus groves on the bill- 
sides will find the new system of advantage, 
these growers say, as the trees are given 
a thorough drenching this method, 
whether on the level or of a hill. With an 
equal distribution of water over all the 
ground under the trees, every root gets a 
share of the moisture, resulting in an even 
development of the tree, it is pointed out. 


Drainage System Adds 
Much New Land 


EL CENTRO.—Much new land is being 
leveled and put under cultivation as the di- 
rect result of the extensive Imperial Irriga- 
tion District drainage system now nearly 
completed. Many abandoned ranches are 
being plowed and made ready for crops 
as the high water tables are lowered. In 
the “North End” thousands of acres never 
cultivated before will be leveled. The Im- 
perial Valey Farm Lands Association has 
let leveling contracts calling for an expen- 
diture of $80,000. Near Silsbee, eight miles 
southwest of El Centro, one of the big vege- 
table growers of the valley has bought a 
section of virgin soil 
mocks and desert growth and is putting it 
in shape for crops. It is all soft soil and 
borders the New River. During July, trac- 
tors were employed in clearing and leveling. 
The cost of clearing new desert land runs 
from $50 to $100 an acre. 

This particular land is to be devoted to 
lettuce. While the lettuce growers did only 
fairly well last season, there is a spirit of 
optimism among them and it is expected 
that the acreage will be as large the coming 
season. 

Much of the development work is being 
done to meet an increased demand for land, 
resulting largely from the success of the 
1925 cantaloupe deal. While the cantaloupe 
crop was not as large as some of the op- 
timists predicted, nevertheless the prices 


. held good all through the harvesting season 


and the growers made money. 


Peaches and Plums on 
the Hoover Farm 


WASCO.—Harvest of the peach and plum 
crop is under way at the Hoover Farm, near 
Wasco. There are 110 acres of 2-year-old 
peach trees and twenty acres of Kelsey 
Japan plum trees on the farm. The plums, 
being the latest of all varieties to ripen, 
will be picked during the next three or four 
‘weeks. 


Four varieties of peaches are grown on’ 


the ranch, Pelora, Peak, Muir and Lovell. 
There are twenty acres of the first two 
varieties which are used chiefly for can- 
ning purposes. These trees yielded about a 
ton to the acre this year. The ninety acres 
of young drying peaches are expected to 
yield fifteen tons of dried fruit. The lat- 
ter trees have been interplanted to cotton.

It is often a case of clean- 
ing house after each wind. 

An enterprising Southern California farm- 
er living in a district where these winds 
sometimes come thinks he has solved the

problem. On the side of the house where 
the wind comes from he has erected a 
framework of heavy timbers and on them he 
has a system of pipes which are connected 
to a pump that is used for irrigation at 
other times.

There are four sets of spraying noz- 
sels, set in rows several feet apart. When 
they are going full blast they make a wall 
of water some forty feet high. The owner 
gays he expects this wall to deflect the wind 
to a certain extent and to conquer the dust 
in it.

ther warm nor cold. The old-fashioned “el- 
bow” thermometer that mother so often uses 
ought to quite suffice. 

From the flowing tap water mother should 
first give baby a hand-rub, rubbing his 
hands, feet, chest, back, abdomen and face 
in order. 


When his body is thoroughly wet from 
the hand-rub, he is then ready for a gentle 
spray. Every hardwaré merchant carries 
detachable shower sprays, which can be at. 
tached to any of the common type of fau- 
cets. If baby needs cleansing with soap, 
pure castile soap is about the best type to 
be used. Soap him where he needs it. 


“Then wash off the lather by means of the 


spray. 

He will enjoy the contact of the spray 
against his body quite as much as splash- 
ing in the water. His face should be 
cleansed with a clean soft wash cloth. 


After baby is three months old, the spray 
ought to be given gradually cooler and 
cooler toward the end of the bath. During 
the summer this can be done quite freely. 
During the winter months, unless baby has 
been thoroughly adapted to this kind of 
bath, the water should not be “tap cold,” bat 
should be quite cool. 

After he has been thoroughly cleansed, 
he should be wrapped from head to foot 
with a large absorbent napkin. Don’t be 
afraid to rub him fairly vigorously. No 
mother will hurt her child. 

A proper reaction from the bath should 
produce that glorious pink glow which 
makes baby so beautiful. 

For normal healthy babies, a hot bath 
should under no circumstances be given. It 
is devitalizing and produces considerable 
lassitude because of its extraction of energy. 
The reaction from a hot bath is often chills 
and shivering. 

Orthodox medical] practice in their con- 
stant fear mania against “the bugs” are ever 
seeking to keep baby sterilized and antt- 
septic. Thousands of mothers are bathing 
baby’s eyes, mouth and, sometimes, even 
the ears, with antiseptic solutions usually 
boric acid. The only reason they ascribe is 
that “the doctor said so.” 

For a normal, healthy baby, boric acid is 
a mighty poor substitute for the natural se- 
cretions present in baby's mouth and eyes. 
Anything strong enough to kil? germs is 
most assuredly sufficiently injurious to de- 
stroy baby’s health. Most emphatically, 
boric acid or any other antiseptic wash, lo 
tion, ointment or soap is not an adjunct or 
accessory to baby’s bathing regime. 

As baby grows into childhood, during the 
summer months especially, he should very 
frequently be permitted to play nudé, or, at 
least, in his bathing suit in the back yard. 
During the dog days of a typical heat spell 
mother should turn the garden hose on him 
several times during the day. If he is nude, 
let him dry off in the sun. A healthy child, 
nude in the sunlight, will not catch cald if 
the garden hose be turned on him and if he 
be permitted to remain in the warmth of the 
sunlight. 

I cannot speak with enough praise con- 
cerning the gradual adaptation of baby to 
cold baths. If by the time he is two or 


three years of age he has become adapted 


to cold bathing, he will be almost complete- 
ly immune to the periodic winter colds 
which so harass baby’s early years. His 
skin will become resistant to the rapid 
changes of temperature which so frequently 
are the immediate predisposing causes of 
colds. 

His pores will open and close rapidly and 
consequently adapt themselves to the quick 
changes necessitated by changing tempera- 
tures. 

His skin will become a splendid function- 
ing, eliminative organ, capable of doing 
more than its proportion of the work of 
toxic elimination. 

Bathing of the proper kind is inevitably 
bound to be recognized as one of the Most 
valuable therapeutic agents to keep baby 
well and strong.

Care of the Baby—Baby's Bath 


ROM the letters I receive, and from the 
questions which are asked me personal 
want a great deal of 


whether the exercise be strenuous or other 
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information concerning the technique of 
baby’s bath. 

As we are getting away from the old- 
fashioned idea of merely sticking' baby in 
a tub of water, and as our knowledge of 
hydrotherapy advances, we are ing to 
know more and more that baby's bat? plays 
a definite part in the maintenance of his 
health. 


Every modern hospital, to call itself mod- 
ern, is usually equipped with many hydro- 
therapeutic appliances. 


The use of water in its muittitude of forms 
is increasingly becoming a valuable adjunct 
in the healing arts. Consequently, the dally 
regime which im.olves baby's personal 
cleanliness is of considerable importance. 

Suppose we start from baby's birth and 
then trace the evolution of the bath tech- 
nique until baby’s more advanced years. 

As most of you probably know, while the 
umbilical cord fs still attached to baby's 
navel, he does not receive an immersion 
bath. The customary hospital tchnique is 
to give him a sponge bath. In the first two 
or three days he is rubbed over with olive 
ofl applied with clean gauze and absorbent 
cotton. When the cord becomes detached, 
he is still not given an immersion bath be- 
cause the navel has not yet completely 
closed. The retention of some of the water 
underneath the navel folds might lead to a 
septic infection. 

After about two weeks, as a rule, the 
navel is completely closed. Then a definite 
technique of bathing may be applied. 

Although we consider the bathtub as one 
of the signs of a well advanced and de- 
veloped civilization, and though we pride 
ourselves on our bathtub superiority to the 
Hottentot or Australian bushman, from a 
sanitary viewpoint of the bathing habit, 
the bathtub is often worse than no bath at 
all. 

The excretions removed from the surface 
of the skin always act as a poison to the 
body. Merely the thought of washing in 


water which has become polluted by wash- . 


ing another portion of the body ought to be 
sufficient to discourage the present popular 
immersion bath. 

The bathtub, small and large, ought to go. 
In its place modern plumbing has designed 
some very fine and elaborate spray appa- 
ratus. The spray or shower bath is, in gen- 
eral, the only kind of clean, wholesome, 
sanitary type of bath. 

Now, to go back to the bathing of baby 
after the first two weeks: Practically every 
household is equipped with an ordinary 
bathtub containing either a common faucet 
for bot and cold water or two separate 
faucets. There is no necessity for a sepa- 
rate portable tub for baby. The permanent 
bathroom tub should be sufficient for him 
from early infancy onward. 

In preparing baby’s bath, the tub should 
be merely the container for baby but not 
for the water in which he is bathed. I know 
mothers get considerable delight from 
baby’s splashing about. This old‘fashioned 
picture is one that pleases mothers im- 
mensely. Nevertheless, baby can get just 
as much joy out of his bath if it is given 
without filling the tub. 

First be sure that the tub is scrupulously 
clean. Then place baby on a pad made of 
bath towels, napkins or other soft material. 
Let him kick about for a couple of minutes 
before applying any water. Keep the plug 
out; turm on the water to a temperature of

Care of the Teeth 


HE following is the third of a very time- 

ly series of articles written by Dr. 
Samuel Moss, dental practitioner of this 
city. 

If more of our dentists would awaken to 
the facts that the systemic health and the 
condition of the teeth are directly allied and 
associated, we should have less wanton 
dental quackery and more constructive 
work in the prevention of dental diseases. 

“In the last issue I showed how from a 
very small start, usually disregarded or 
neglected through procrastination, by the 
different stages of destruction, a condition 
of lowered resistance is brought about at 
the apices of the roots and the germs al 
lowed to invade a new and more dangerous 
territory. 

At this time the tooth becomes sore from 
the pressure of the gases liberated in the 
process of putrefaction and from the toxic 
by-products. The face may swell. Pus is 
formed which bores its way with great pin 
into the jawbone and forms what is known 
as a blind abscess. Very often it breaks 
down the gum tissue, forming what is popu- 
larly known as a gum boil, and discharges 
the pus directly into the mouth through a 
fistulous opening. 

Both conditions are dangerous to health. 
The first because it is in the path of the 
circulation of the blood and the second be- 
cause it discharges directly into the mouth 
where it is mixed with the food and swal- 
lowed. 

The germs could not have produced any 
pus at the ends of the roots unless the 
ground was prepared for them by the low- 
ered resistance which was brought about 
by irritation, through the poisonous by- 
products of the germs within the pulp canal. 

In the case of a blind abscess, which is by 
far the most dangerous, first because it is 
in the direct path of the circulation, and 
secondly because it is not suspected after it 
becomes chronic, nature steps in and tries 
to arrest the ravage. She builds a wall or 
Sac around the germs and pus and thus 
forms a blind abscess known as granuloma, 

But, if the system is run down, either 
through malnutrition, worry, overexertion 
or debilitation by some other diseases, the 
resistance being low, the process of destruc- 
tion continues and we have a very serious 
condition known as necrosis. In plain lan- 
guage it is the death of the bone in large 
masses during life. Decaying bone in any 
part of the body is most poisonous to the 
system. 

The enforcement of nature’s laws may not 


benes, be prompt, but they are absolute and for 


that reason it seems that nature, in her 
leniency, anticipating careless observance 
of her laws has provided us with a defense 
6335. —namely, our resistance. 

We must mention that the roots of the 
upper teeth penetrate into the hollows of 
the upper maxillae or bones where the up- 
per teeth are implanted, known as sinuses, 
which in turn connect with other sinuses 
throughout the head. You can now readily 
see how an abscess on the roots of those 
teeth can infect these sinuses and produce 
serious disease conditions. 

You have probably recently read in the 
newspapers of the untimely death of the 
young prize-fighter, Villa, due to an infec 
tion caused by an abscessed tooth. These 
abscesses, which form at the end of the 
roots of teeth, may lie dormant as long as 
the bodily resistance is high, but when, 
through any cause, at any time, the resist- 
ance is lowered, it is a very dangerous 
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source of infection. This condition was the 
cause of the untimely death of the late 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


' Focal infection is a condion of diseases 
produced by an abscess at some distant 
point, the germs being carried through the 
circulation, 

One of the most common sources of so 
called rheumatism, and especially the one 
known as arthritis deformans, accompanied 
by enlarged knuckles of the fingers and 
often other joints, is found in abscesses of 
the teeth, infected sinuses or other foci of 
infection. 

Heart disease and numerous other dis- 
eases may be caused by the foci of infec- 
tion. Many cases of epilepsy, insanity, ova- 
rian and uterine diseases, bladder trouble 
and many other afflictions have been traced 
to abscessed teeth. But here I want to 
sound the warning that they are not the 
only sources of focal infection, some of 
them being located in other organs of the 
body. It takes a very cafeful diagnosis to 
decide the actual seat of the trouble. 

The fad of ruthlessly extracting the teeth 
as a cure for all ailments—after a snap 
diagnosis—has almost crippled our nation. 

An X-ray of the suspected teeth is the 
only way of detecting foci of infection, but 
it is one thing to take the X-ray pictures 
and another to diagnose the case. It takes 
years of clinical experience to correctly in- 
terpet an X-ray. 

Anyone having a lot of dental work in the 
mouth, especially where the pulps of the 
teeth have been devitalized, should have his 
teeth X-rayed once a year in order to check 
up and make sure that no abscesses have 
developed. This should be done particular- 
ly where the health is impaired. Unfortu- 
nately these conditions are not confined to 
adults; the health of many children is af- 
fected through these causes. 

This is a serious condition in growing 
children especially. It not only prevents the 
proper mastication of the food on account 
of the tenderness of the teeth and gums, but 
it transforms their food into rank poison 
which prevents digestion and assimilation, 
thus debilitating their bodies and exposing 
them to all sorts of diseases. No oné can 
be well under such a state of affairs, a 
veritable poison factory within the mouth. 

In conclusion of this article on decay of 
the teeth and the effects upon the health 
through the different stages, I want to bring 
your attention to the fact that teeth are the 
only tissues in the body which do not re- 
bulld themselves. In other words, decay 
once started does not repair itself as any 
other wound would in any other tissue.

Sometimes enlarged tonsils prevent nor- 
mal breathing. Sometimes the development 
of adenoids does the same thing. in both 
cases correct the diet so as to eliminate the 
inflammatory and irritating process. 

Late hours and restless sleep are, with- 
out a doubt, a direct contributing cause to 
nervousness, In most cases, late hours for 
a child are due to lack of parental disct- 
pline. In some, it is due to excessive and 
unwarranted excitement. There should be 
no necessity for a curfew law. Parents 
ought to understand that late hours for 
their children are productive of ill health 
and are detrimental to their nervous poise. 

Poor sleep that does not result in suf- 
ficient rest and body rebeiiding often is re- 
sponsible for nervous dvpletiou. Sometimes 
poor ventilation or insuicient fresh air 
will account for it. Sometimes too much 
bed clothing or too heavy bed clothing will 
prevent proper sleep. 

Children should not be allowed excessive 
study at any time and practically no study 
during the night hours. There is no sub- 
ject in child education in the public school 
or high school which is worth the strain to 
the eyes and nervous system involved in 
night study. If I had my way I'd abso- 
lutely forbid all night study, irrespective of 
the mental development or the grade ad- 
vancement of the child. 

From a health standpoint, night study is 
positively injurious, more to the nervous 
system and to the eyes than to the rest of 
the body. Extreme quantities of home work 
should never be permitted under any con- 
ditions. 

Excessive night reading, with its result- 
ant stimulation to the imaginative faculties, 
tend to overstimulate the nervous system. 
Whatever reading is done at night, and there 
should be very little of it, if any, should be 
of the more placid variety, and not of the 
kind which produces nervous exhilaration. 
- These are but a few phases of a great 
problem.

In pefhaps no realm is the “do-something- 
omania” as prominent as in that realm 
where beauty culture comes in contact witb 
health problems. 

For a woman or a girl to have an unbeau- 
tiful mark on her body is much more sacri- 
legious than for her to have poor health. In 
fact until the last two decades or so it was 
quite popular for the “sweet young thing” 
to be demure, pale, sickly and frail. ' Even 
though paleness and listlessness were quite 
fashionable in their days, yet we can find 
no period in history when skin blemishes 
were even tolerated. You can readily see 
the inconsistency—ill health quite fashion- 
able and a minor skin blemish, anathema. 

The history of medicine is replete with 
case after case where relatiVely harmless 
skin blemishes have been altered to types 
injurious and sometimes destructive to 
health, Sometimes moles of other skin 
peculiarities can be removed by the cos- 
metician or plastic surgeon without leaving 
sign or trace. More often, however, a pri- 
mary irritation is set up which may or may 
not develop into something more serious. 

This however is of secondary importance. 
The primary question is—Why remove 
them’? Birth marks and various other skin 
peculiarities that are inherited are usually 
harmless, and one could go through life 
from 
them. In general, unless they sharply dis- 
tort the appearances of the individual most 
birthmarks ought to be left alone. 

Dealing with those skin blemishes which 
are acquired im after life, experience has 
shown that if let alone they disappear of 
their own accord. It is only when one 
ignorantly attempts to combat it by the 
various types of lotions, ointments and 
salves that an otherwise temporary skin 
blemish becomes permanent. Most of these 
acquired skin eruptions of a more or less 
permanent type are usually due to morbid 
poisons seeking to escape in a definite local- 
ized fashion. Very often a sharp change in 
the diet so as to include at least the acid 


fruits as half#of the total fruit consumption, 
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will work miracies in skin-<cleansing and 
purification. 

Almost every day the newspapers are 
filled with the new wonders of the ultra- 
violet ray. Putting their discoveries into 
the language of the layman; what they 
really mean is that they are daily discov- 
ering the increased value of sunshine.

It can do 
more for overcoming skin eruptions and 
various skin blemishes than any other 
known medium. Associate sun baths with 
the intelligent use of cold-water packs and 
the two will work harmoniously, infinitely 
superior to any skin lotion devised by chem- 
istry.

Very well then. And my seventeen-year 
old has cost $6717.71 to this date of writing. 
And on his sixteenth birthday he had cos# 
96150.50. 


Now I maintain that ours is an average 

modest household—positively no style. Do- 
fing the thing at home, with a $25 fee doctor 
(dear man—quite as capable as the $500 
touch.) and with only a “practical” nurse 
(which is a difference of $20 a week as 
against a certificated lady.) and on pre 
war prices for commodities, it cost that 
young man $200 just to get born. Not 
eharging up a cent for moether’s time, 
either! 


For quite a while his maintenance—for all 
purposes—did not exceed $10 a month. So 
nursemaid—oh, think of it!—cost only $15 
a month (jolly nice girl, too,) but I charged 
only $5 of that to the lambkin’s account, 
since she performed other duties besides. 

Later, as costs generally mounted for ev- 
erything, and he developed a healthy human 
appetite, and rose to the dignity of pants 
instead of dresses (most of which I made 
myself out of cheap washable materials) 
he cost about $20 a month.

such thing as a bad boy or 
bad girl. Instead we find the sick boy or 
girl, abnormal, tempermental, ailing in 


body or mind. If we but understood some _ 


of the causes for their abnormal behavior 
we would not be so quick in leveling our 
criticisms. 


We have abnormal children and subnor- 
mal children. Some are born that way, but 
I assure you that most of them have been 
made so through errors of environment and 
development. The care of the child is an 
exact science. The specialists who ought 
to understand this care should be mothers 
above all others. 

A child who is fed properly, surrounded 
by the proper cenditions for development, 
having a background free from nervous dis- 
cord, and kept in a fairly good physical con- 
dition will be a joy and a happiness to all 
about him. 

Remove some of these factors and we at 
once go into the realm of disease or path- 
ology. Yet there is no disease nor ab- 
normality of childhood which does not have 
a definite predisposing cause. If we analyze 
those factors responsible for the health of 
the child, invariably we will find the ele- 
ments accountable for his defects. 

In a rough fashion we can deduce, in 
terms of bare essentials, those phases of 
child culture which are responsible for 
most of his shortcomings. There are cer- 


rogation of which will inevitably produce 
disastrous consequences, 

We have repeatedly dealt with the phy- 
sical problems of child care. In this talk 
I want to bring up certain phases closely 
allied with the child's physical develop- 
ment, yet of a more intangible nature. I 
want to talk of the nervous child. 

Time and again, a mother will remark 
that her boy or girl is in splendid health 
yet of a markedly nervous disposition. Ev- 
en though, in a finer sense, nervousness is 
a direct component part of physical health, 
often we will find a body robustness asso- 
ciated with a high state of nervous tension. 
Apparently, there are other laws than the 
purely physical which govern this vague 
and intangible characteristic. 

To make this subject clear in a popular 
fashion, we must make homely contrasts 
without being too pedagogical or didactic. 

After the child is born, he is influenced 
almost solely by the conditions surround- 
ing him. If these conditions be of a nature 
to induce a calm and quiet nervous system, 
the tendency will be for him to develop a 
similar nature. If on the other hand he 
is surrounded by tension, discérd and lack 
of harmony, the probability is that he will 
suffer because of it. : 

A child learns more from precept and ex- 
ample, from the way his parents behave 
and act, from the conversationg he hears 
and from the harmony, peace, and quiet 
that are present in the household, than from 
all the moral lessons and all the “do's” and 
dont’s” which are preached and thundered 
at him. 

His training and education come from his 
observations of his parents and of his broth- 
ers and sisters. This is the learning proc- 
ess, the means by which his development 
takes place. If he is surrounded by harsh 
words, careless language, discord, petty 
quarrels and that condition so popularly 
known as nervousness, the chances are 
that his development will be of a similar 
nature. 

Every child is mental as well as physical. 
Equally as much, as his body craves rest, 
quiet and the peace of sleep, in the same 
sense must his mind be free from the ox- 
cessive excitement and stimulation which are 
often so detrimental to his calm and equlib- 
rium. The high-strung, nervous, cross and 
irritable child is often made so by the ex- 
cessive stimulation and excitement pro- 
duced by parents, unwittingly and unknow- 
ingly. 
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play and growth. The other is productive 
of discord and hypertension. 

In this bDiase period of our development 
the child is an early victim to the satiety 
and fullness of excitement that fill the ac- 
tivity of every day. There is no necessity 
for filling the daily program of a growing 
child with the stimulation, thrills and ever- 
lasting change which characterize the life 
of the average adult. There is no necessity 
for his being constantly “on the go.” 

The long automobile rides, the constant 
traveling to and fro, the excessive stimula- 
tion of motion pictures, the frequent down- 
town shopping visits, the neighborhood 
calls, the family visits—these and many 
other factors of constant activity are pro- 
ductive of a nervous tension that are more 
or less unrelated to direct physical causes. 

In a broad sense, the child’s place is at 
heme when he is not at school. And from 
the standpoint of his nervous system, the 
less he indulges in the jazzmania which is 
present today, the calmer and quieter will 
be his nervous system. 


“Be free from nervous tension yourself” 
is an excellent bit of advice to give to par- 
ents before they can hope to have a calm 
child. ° 


The mother or father who becomes cross, 
excited or provoked at the least provoca- 
tion is not furnishing an excellent example 
for a child. 

Calmness and peace of mind breathe the 
same virtues in those about one and before 
mother can see the correction of nervous ex- 
cesses in her children she must first learn 
to control herself. 

These are a few psychological factors. 
There are others essentially physical. 

One cannot have a calm, poised nervous 
system when the digestive system is loaded 
with toxic gases and uneliminated ‘waste 
material. A body loaded with toxic impur- 
ities cannot be nervously calm, for in the 
waste materials of faulty digestion and 
elimination will be found one of the most 
fertile causes for nervous irritations. 

If your child is nervous, ascertain if the 
digestive system is normal. Look deep 
inte the question of his diet. See if you are 
feeding him foods of the most wholesome 
variety. Be sure there is no gluttony or 
dietetic excesses of any kind. 

Observe his other habits. See if he is 
regular in habits of elimination. Watch 
his posture and control all developing de- 
fects. The abnormalities of poor breath- 
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pect,” was all I said when A. told me.

The fact was that, we being the only 
white people available, they seemed to have 
formed an idea that we could be held 
as hostages until they brought the govern- 

ment to reason, from their point of view, 
and had their donkeys returned.* On the 
principle that “a woman’s advice isn’t worth 
twopence to anybody, (but the man is a foo! 
who does not take it,) I suppose A. asked 
what I advised under the circumstances. 

“Well,” I said, “I think I should be on the 
safe side and take stock. It will necessitate 
our staying here longer than we otherwise 
should; still, I think it would be wiser.” So 
take stock we did. 

That night we left Siana, and went on to 
another store also owned by A. There was 
no moon; and we had to go very cautiously. 

One thing helped us considerably. The 
Masai were under the impression that we 
were still at Sotik, or had been until] this 
evening, when one or two had seen A. in the 
store. Doubtless the roads to Sotik were 
watched, so how we managed to scramble 
through was a mystery. 


the morning we came to N'Dan- 

gasera. There the tale was the same. 

Yes, it was just the Bwana and the Mem- 
sahib who were wanted—no one else. The 
Bwana had better go quickly; the store and

Masai had been there only a few hours be 
fore and asked the price of everything.

“Yes; it is you and the Mem-sahib they 
want,” was their reply. 

So it amounted to this; the store would 
remain untouched if we voluntarily gave 
ourselves up. 


One gombe (ox) walked a bit lame, so A. 
decided we must remain overnight to enable 
him to take stock and give them a rest. 

At eleven o'clock he had finished. “I 
really must lie down,” he said; “I feel dead- 
beat.” There were several sacks of rice 
resting against the wall, and on these he 
lay. “Just two hours only—then wake me, 
won't you? And you had better have your 
gun ready; you may need it. There is a 
small crack against the door through which 
you can see what is going on outside. If 
you see anything suspicious, or any of those 
beggars come about, wake me at once.” 

I promised, took my gun, sat down on a 
pile of blankets, found the crack which com- 
manded a good view of our tents, and pre 
pared to keep my watch. 

Twelve o’clock—by the light of a match, 
I glanced at my watch, then all was dark 
again. At half-past one I struck another. 
Were two hours and a half ever so long be 
fore? A cricket kept up a continual chirp- 
ing close to my ear. Beyond that, no sound. 
I could not even hear A.'s breathing, so 
soundtly did he sleep. 

How were they getting on at home? I! 
wondered. Had the Masai already carried 
out their threat? If they looted everything, 
how would my poor animals get on? Mant 
bura would do his best for them, I knew, 
but what was Manibura against a host of 
Masai? Another match—a quarter-past 
three. How sleepy I felt! But A. should 
sleep until five, if possible. 

Our tents had been put up exactly oppo 
site the store, and now, into the faint moon- 
light, came three figures that froze me in- 
stantly. Morani without a doubt. They 
stood out straight and clean-limbed in the 
shaft of light. 

Then one entered A.’s tent, then andéther 
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and another. Soon they were joined by 
more, until the tent must have been full. 
They emergd carrying A/s hat and the fly 
whisk. Then they made a dash into mine, 
where the shoe and stocking soon attracted 
their attention; finally two spears received 
these mementos. 

They had a long talk outside the tents, 
pointed to the store, and hesitated while 
I shuddered within twenty yards of them, 
my finger on the trigger of my gun. Then 
with a hasty glance back at the tents, they 
made off. Apparently they were satisfied 
that we had gone. Not for them the honor 
of escorting us to the manyatta (collection 
of buts!) A shoe, a stocking, a hat and a 
fiy-whisk were all they had to show for their 
night's raid. ‘ 

At five o'clock I woke A. It was still 
pitchy dark in the store. 

“Now you go to sleep, Margaret!” he 

“Get the hordes and gombes in at on 
was my reply; “it is five o'clock.” 

“Why did you not wake me earlier?” 
said A. 

I told him the Masai had been in our 
tents; hurrying out, the missing articles 
proved my words. 


Y SIX O'CLOCK we were on eur way 

home again. What would we find here? 
Bitter rage swelled up in my heart against 
these Masai, for whom I had done so much, 
without any thought of recompense. Well, 
this was how they repaid me for all the 
many kindnesses [| had shown them. They 
were a thankless, ungrateful crowd. 

Presently, winding ‘round a corner, came 
a long procession of gombes, hundreds of 
gombes, probably eight or nine hundred, 
followed by sheep. Of these latter there 
must have been over a thousand. Oki men 
and boys brought up the rear of the gombes. 
They were quite close. 

I called out “Targwenya,” their salutation 
on meeting. There was no reply. Again I 
called “Targwenya,” and all I received in 
response were scowls from one and all. 
The old men even went as far as spitting 
on the ground—a favorite way of emphasiz- 
ing a curse. With the last of the sheep 
came women and young children; they, 
smiled derisively as we passed; some of 
them also spat. 

“Things look ugly,” I remarked to A. 
His answer was a command to the boys to 
accelerate the pace of the bullocks. 

At.last the dreary journey was at an 
end. About four o'clock we sighted home. 
When we had crossed the river, news was 
taken to the house, and in a few minutes 
Manibura was beside us, with many of the 
“boys.” A. made room for Manibura, who 
scrambled into the buckboard. 

“Well, what news, Manibura?t” <A. de 


It was the same old tale. “Don't stay 
here; Mem-sahib; you and Bwana go away 
quickly.” Yes, the animals were all well. 

We passed another wretched night, taking 
stock, left last instructions with the “boys,” 
scrambled together a few of our belongings 
and, mounted on our horses, set off. 

A. had said, prior to ouf start, “which will 
be the best point to make for?” 

I, still full of regret for the beautiful 
place we had so lately left, at once oe, 

“Let us go back to Sotik.” 
“Il am afraid that is impossible,” — 
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“You know all approaches to Sotik 
I think will be best to 
go straight in to Garra Narok.” 

So there we were on our way. Should we 
ever reach it? 

The moment we had finished breakfast 
we were off again, one “boy” being sent 
on ahead to give warning of danger, by sud 
denly throwing up his arms, should he catch 
sight of Masai fm the distance. 

At last we reached Garra Narok, Major 
D. came out to meet us. He and a number 
of K. A. (King’s African Rifles) were 
just off to put down the rising. Would we 
go into the “boma” (meaning the inclosure) 
fin which lived the District Commissioner, 
the A.D.C. and the officials? 

It was a big compound, encircled by three 
strands of barbed wire. A large tent was 
placed at our disposal. We should probably 
have to remain there some days. There 
were four white men, including A. and 
about twenty-five “askaris;” the rest had 
gone with Major D. 

The first night was one of anxiety and 
torment unspeakable. With us was a boy 
whose mother was a Masai Woman. 

Bvery morning this “boy” would go out- 
side the boma to get news. The second 
morning he came back with the report that 
the Masai were going to attack the boma 
that night. 

“Yes,” said A. the 
Lieni?”’ 

“The Lioni,” was the reply. 

“How many?” asked A. 

“About eight hundred,” said the “boy.” 

The Lioni are the very young men, who 
Gght only with bows and arrows, which are 
very nearly always poisoned. The Morani, 
as we knew, were away somewhere eating 
meat and drinking blood until they worked 
themselves into a frenzy of excitement, and 
then they would take some handling. So 
the Lioni had been deputed to attack the 
boma. 

All the natives and the Goanese residents 
in Garra Narok were told that they had 
better come into the boma that night, and 
at six o'clock we were joined by a motley 
@ crowd as ever I set eyes on—Goanese, the

”" “women, at least, attired in much finery, rep 


resenting the shopkeeping element. 

Then came the natives. Men, women and 
children, they simply poured in. If ever 6 
creche was needed, it was there, for the 
wail of the infants was positively nerve 
racking, when one’s nerves were 
strung almost to breaking-point. The 
twenty-five askaris were distributed round 
the boma, but, to me, it seemed a totally 
inadequate protectidn, so great was the dis- 
tance between each one. A.’s wire entan- 
glements got on but slowly, for want of 
labor, an@ each night saw A. and me with 
our guns doing petrol duty, feeling all the 
time it would be as much good as nothing 
if the Lioni did attack. A cloud of poisoned 
a@trows would make short work of us! 


HE Masai, I believed, would not, they 

simply could not, touch our home, where 
they had always been made welcome, Where 
they always had received so Many unre 
quited kindnesses. Now they would doubt- 
less show their generosity and save our 
house and the animals. The store—yes, 
perhaps they might burn that, but not our 
house, not the poor inoffensive animals. 

I turned to A. “Tell the ‘boys’ to go and 
get the animals,” I said. “It may not be too 
late. I don't want anything else, really and 
truly. You know what the Masai are when 
their bloodlust is uppermost; they will. 
wreak their vengeance on anything. Fetch 
the animals and tell Manibura and the rest 
to come in and leave everything.” 

A. looked at me without speaking for a 9 
moment. Then he said quietly. “I don’t 
think you have considered everything, Mar- 
garet! How can I tell the boys to go to 
Nygara when we are not sure the Masai 
may not be there already? - 

“Ask them,” I said—“ask them if they 
are willing to go. There is the wagon. If 
the animals were put into their cages, all 
could be brought; the dogs of course, could 
walk.”

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In order to live, every living thing must 
have food. In practically every case where 
an intestinal parasite has invaded the diges- 
tive system and has successfully maintained 
itsif, it has done so by virtue of the food- 
stuff and favorable environment that sur- 
rounded it. 


Notwithstanding the medical hypothesis 
that infection by the various parasites is 
due to the consumption of foods containing 
them, such as pork and other kinds of meat, 
unless the individual makes a favorable 
host, these parasites will not grow or de- 
velop. 

Putting it in different language, if two 
individuals were to eat of the same parasite 
infested meat, one could become infected 
and the other would not. Yet both of them 
had consumed the same substance. 


Why? The one in whom infection was 
successful undoubtedly had sufficient nutrti- 
tion, due to faulty digestion, retained intes- 
tinal wastes and poor elimination, to nour- 
ish and grow the worms. The other in 
whom infection was unsuccessful had a fdir- 
ly clean intestinal tract and consequently 
could not nourish a growing worm. 

The moral of this contrast should be fairly 
apparent. If worms infest you, clean house, 
and remove the favorable environment for 
their growth. 

The next question the writer asks is a 
question of procedure. What shall be done 
and how? 

In most cases relief is instantly desired. 
One is not willing to wait for a long period 
of time. Even though this is somewhat in- 
consistent as it has taken a long period of 
time to create the favorable environment 
and to procure the infection yet such is 
human nature that we want to quickly get 
rid of an ailment which has taken us, some- 
times, years of unhygienic living to create. 

It is because of this desire to quickly dis- 
pense with unfavorable symptoms that so 
many people resort to the short cut methods 
of drugs and injections. 

I have often said that there is not a 
single procedure known to medicine in com- 
bating a physical condition which cannot be 
done more successfully and more efficiently 
by natural methods. 

In overcoming pinworms this principle is 
just as true as in any other condition. 
Where medicine usually uses substances as 
quassia seeds, pumpkin seed extract, emetin 
and various other compounds, natural 
methods proceed to get at the causes and 
eliminate them. 

Im the case of the adult, an out-and-out 
fast of five or six days, accompanied with 
the drinking of quantities of water, are 
often all that is necessary to discharge the 
infecting pinworms. Enemas taken during 
this fasting period will usually be found 
laden not only with the worms, but also 
with their eggs. In the case of the child. 
fasting is more or less impractical as chil 
dren do not readily lend themselves to this 
valuable measure. However, one can place 
them on a diet which will be both repulsive 
and destructive to the invad worms. It

Pinworms live on intestinal refuse. The 
citric acid of oranges acts in a distinctly 
negative manner against pinworms. 

After three, four or five days of oranges 
exclusively, a series of enemas will usually 
reveal an immense number of worms. If 
this is followed up by an exclusive fruit diet 
for ten days or two weeks the worms will

The belt, as a great American institution, 
however, interests me much more, If you 
were to ask me which kinds of physical ex- 
ercises are most beneficial for the average 
man or woman, unhesitatingly I would an- 
swer, abdominal and pelvic.

Yet, 
most of you, with scarcely an exception, 
much too clever to fall for a “get-rich- 
quick” scheme, swallow the get-well-quick 
scheme hook, line, bait, sinker and all, 
and then ask for more! . 

You wouldn't buy a gold brick, at least 
unles§ you knew “all about it.” Yet, when 
the doctor takes the blood serum of a dis- 
eased animal and injects it iato your blood, 
you are perfectly willing to let him do so 
without your knowing a particle of the why, 
wherefore or how. Not one in a hundred 
ever asks what it Is that the doctor ‘Is in- 
jecting into his blood. Not one in a thou- 
sand, irrespective of intelligence, station or 
development, knows the process by means 
of which the multitude of serums and in- 
oculations are procured. If they did, not 
one in a thousand weuld have the courage 
or the audacity to take the inoculation. 

If you are robbed of your possessions, 
your money, or your property, the calamity 
is not so great. There is more money on 
the face of the earth. More property can be 
accumulated. More possessions can be ac- 
quired. But where can you regain health 
once destroyed? Is it not wiser to know 
much more about the things which go into 
the body than the means of safeguarding 
your property? If you will not permit the 
confidence-man to sell you a gold brick 
about whose value you know nothing, ‘then 
is it doubly important for you not to per- 
mit the doctor to inject into your veins 
drugs and serums whose value is infinitely 
more doubtful and vastly more injurious? 

At least, if you do consent, go to the 
trouble of investigating what it is that is 
being injected. A little of this knowledge 
will prevent a great deal of the calamities 
and distress which follow the free, promis- 
cuous, haphazard injection of these mix- 


tures. 


Preparation for Nursing 
E is scarcely a mother who does 
not want to nurse her babe, yet there 
are thousands of women who miserably fail 
in this all-important function. Plaintively, 
self-justification is sought in the weakling 
excuse that “her milk failed” or that it was of 
poor quality or that it made baby sick. 

Be that as it may, it is a known fact that 
the mothers who do successfully nurse their 
What are 
some of the causes for this terrible failure 
which permits the cat and the rat, the dog 
yen the goat to give their offspring a bet- 

birthright and a fairer start in life than 
oo we humans who occupy the top rung on 
the ladder of living beings? 

There are many causes—far mort than 
I can enumerate in one article. A few, 
however, are well worthy of attention. 

First, we are the only creatures on earth 
who wear clothes; Every animal gives free 
play to its muscular structure with the re 
sult that the circulation is unimpeded and 
unretarded. The muscles supporting the 
breast glands are fully developed, strong 
and supple. Nature can then perform the 
valuable function of filling these glands 
with the precious milk fluid in a norma! 
manner. 

When we deal with the human species, 
we have an entirely different picture. Where 
in the animal the muscles are firm, supple 
and well developed, in the human they are 
weak, underexercised, fatty, flabby, and in- 
capable of supporting the structures they 
are intended to support. 
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glands of women with lewdness and im- 
moral sensations. Consequently, woman 
seeks to hide and cover them so that their 
formation is not externally apparent. This 
has led to a practice of tight-lacing or en- 
folding them which is most injurious and 
destructive to their normal functions. 


To my farmer readers, conduct an experi- 
ment if you like. Take your good whole 
some Jersey cow and wrap several folds 
of cloth tightly around the abdomen and 
milk glands, in a somewhat similar fashion 
to that which many mothers and would-be 
mothers encase theirs. Observe the results. 
In three days’ time, unless some neighbor 
reports you for cruelty to animals, the milk 
supply will drop to half or less. You 
wouldn't dream of following such a practice 
for your cows. They cost money. Yet, 
thoughtlessly, heedlessly and, to a large 
extent, ignorantly, mothers are perfectly 
willing to impair, retard, or even destroy 
the precious milk supply, infinitely more 
valuable to baby than the milk of the cow. 


The breast glands, due to their tremen- 
dous importance during the early months 
of baby’s life, should be cared for intelll- 
gently and conscientiously. Systematized 
routine, abdominal and pelvic exercise 
should be taken by the would-be mother, 
years before she actually becomes a parent. 
The muscles of the abdomen and breast 
should be firm and fairly hard. It is just as 
much a disgrace for woman to have soft 
and flabby muscles as it is for man. Exey 
cise more than any other single measure 
will reduce fatty, enlarged pendulus glands 
to normal. The brassiere, corset, or other 
breast garment is, at its best, a temporary 
make-shift and should be dispensed with as 
soon as the oo, results can be achieved 
by exercise. 


Even when the Sehaahind or bust support 
ig necessary, the common type popularly 
used does more harm than good. Study its 
design and note its application. Note that 
most of them are applied over the entire 
breasts and serve to compress rather than 
support them. 

The objective is not compression but 
rather support. Free, unimpeded, unretard- 
ed circulation is to be desired. When the 
glands are squeezed by these garments, the 
circulation is stopped. Pendulousness is in- 
creased rather than overcome. The mus- 
cles become more flaccid than they ever 
were before. 

During the period of pregnancy, a sup- 
porting garment is sometimes necessary 
where a woman has made no preparation 
whatsoever for pregnancy. Note, I say sup- 
porting garment, but not compressing. A 
garment so devised as to lift the gland up- 
ward, giving it raised support, but not 
compression, should be used. A band of 
cloth supported from the shoulders and lift- 
ing the gland straight upward and out- 
ward gives the best service. All pendu- 
lousness should be overcome by lifting the 
gland upward and at the same time, leav- 
ing it loose and unimpeded. Pendulous- 
ness prevents free circulation and ade 
quate drainage. Overcoming pendulousness 
should be the only objective of a support- 
ing garment. 

During pregnancy from the first month 
onward—in fact, as soon as the woman 
knows she is to become a mother-—every 
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plece of wearing apparel should be loose 
fitting and in po sense should it restrict any 
part of the body. 

All clothes should be suspended from the 
shoulders, the logical area for support. 

Even the stockings ought not to be held 
up by tight-fitting garters. Garters large 
ly contribute to the commonly seen varicose 
veins of which s0 many pregnant women 
complain. There are other ways of sup 
porting the stockings than. tight-fitting gare 
ters. 

All in all, to prepare for the full develop- 
ment of muscles and giands involved in 
pregnancy and the nursing function, wom- 
an’s body should be left free, unimpeded and 
unrestricted. 

When an artificial support is necessary 
it should be prepared with forethought ang 
especially designed to meet the emergency 
it is intended for. 

When women give as much premeditation, 
study and observation to the most import- 
ant task and privilege of their careers, the 
reproduction and maintenance of children, 
as they do to most of the other affairs of 
life, we shall have a better race, a lower 
mortality, increased health and decreased 
illness. 

Preparation for motherhood is the most 
vital function of life.

AM choosing for this “talk” the subject 

of the “hungry” woman.

woman of North America may be (very 

rarely) in her twenties—she is usually 
between the thirties and Borg wo in 
what is known in Europe as dangerous 
age,” Le., over forty. | 

It is the age when so many 
women find the “Indian summer” of that ro- 
mance which had begun to fade as the years 
drew on. It is the age when the American 
woman is often more “hungry” with unsatis- 
fied longings than at any other age. And 
it is the age when “to marry or not to 
marry” has become for her the problem 
perpetual. 

I want to help that woman if I can. I 
want to help her in some cases at least to 
romance—and always, if possible, to happl- 
ness—the happiness which comes from de 
sire fulfilled and from “having a stake in 
life.” 

There is one great difference between the 
American woman and her European sister. 
Where the European, dissatisfied with life, 
avid for romance, flies to the arms of the 
nearest man to find misery instead of 
pleasure, the American woman, especially 
when a woman of leisure, filles to a club or 
a “cause,” when she does not fly to the last 
thing in sects. From observations through- 
out the continent, | have come to the con- 
clusion that one of the chief reasons for this 
filght to cause or sect is that of “sex-sul- 
pression.” 

There is a Puritanism in America which 
bas scarcely ‘any parallel in Europe, and I 
have met in parts of the Middle West as in 
what I may call “the Nearer East,” an 
extraordinary and ever-fanatical tendency 
to what I have termed “sex-suppression.” 
The form it often takes is the segregation 
of men and women, the Implicit choughkt 
that comradeship between men and women 
is difficult if not impossible, and the general 
tendency to regard all relations of men and 
women from the standpoint of sex, some- 
thing that applies to women who work as 
well as those who don’t. There are today in 
American towns and villages thousands of 
unmarried “hungry” spinsters who, had it 
not been for the artificial lessons of sex- 
suppression inculcated during their teens, 
might today have been happy wives and 
mothés. Men don't like “sex-suppressed” 


The converse of this is the type of spin- 
ster who is always “looking for a hus 


life may end in single-biessedness—and it is 
not always a curse to die single—is more 
likely to lead to happy marriage than all 
the “willing” in the world. I would say to

Letters just received from Ted Ray and 
J. H. Taylor echo the opinions already of- 
fered by Gene Sarazen, Chick Evans, Fran- 
cis Oulmet, Willie Ogg, Wilfred Reid, etc. 
England and America fail to agree at times 
on such questions as steel shafts, site and 
weight of the ball, the stymie rule, etc. 
But when it comes to naming the biggest 
nuisance in golf there is no argument at 
all. 

The opinions of the Americans have al- 
ready been published. BEngland now has 
the floor. Here's the response | got from 
the veteran John Henry Taylor, five times 
winner of the British open: 

“The greatest pest is the man, pardon 
me, the microbe who, when I am playing 
an important match, tries to start a con- 
versation because | happened to have played 
in a match with him twenty years ago.

Ted Ray, who at one time or another 
bas won the British open, the American 
open and everything else that wasn't nailed 
down, expresses himself as follows: 

“The greatest golf pest is the type of 
man who emerges from the crowd follow- 
ing on an important occasion and insists 
upon interrupting my play to inform me 
of where and how he met me ten years 
previously.” 

So the leading golfers of the world are 
practically unanimous on one question at 
least, if they never agree on anything else. 

In response to my request Ted Ray also 
tells the “luckiest break” of his career: 

“Some years ago I. won the Leeds chal- 
lénge cup, a trophy which is open for com- 
petition to any member of the British Pro- 
fessional Golfers’ Association. Twelve 
months later, as I was on the point of start- 
ing away to compete for ' again, I gave 
a local jeweler the job of vieaning up the 


energy he helps me to see red by inflicting trophy and told him to send it on to the 


proper authorities. Admitted that I gave 
him his instructions rather hurriedly, but 
imagine my feelings when I discovered 
afterward that he had inscribed my pame 
on the cup as the winner for the second 
successive year. Perhaps also you can im- 
agine my feelings when I did happen to 
win that cup and all was well.” 

In response to the same question, J. H. 
Taylor wrote as follows: 

“My luckiest breaks were et the British 
open in 1904 and 1923, curiously enough 
both at Sandwich. In the former year I 
had to do a sixty-nine in the last round to 
tie a sixty-eight—but was beaten by «& 
stroke. In 1922 I did the first eight holes 
in twenty-eight in the third round and then 
got frightened at he thought of winning 
my sixth championship. Of course, Walter 
Hagen being in the field accentuated the 
funk as he is a nasty man to bave chasing 
one.

The statement that Hagen is “a nasty 
man to. have chasing one” is something else 
that won't start any argument.
